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ROBBING THE PARK BANK 


A TRUSTED OFFICIAL BE- 
COMES A CORIMINAL. 
“NEARLY $100,000 TAKEN BY AN _ IN- 
GENIOUS MANIPULATION OF THE 
BOOKS—THE OFFICERS RETICENT. 


While the body of the venerable George | 


tH. Potts lay in its coffin yesterday awaiting 
; burial rumor began to toy with the affairs of the 
‘ National Park Bank, of wiich he was the Presi- 
dent, for the first time in the history of that in- 
stitution. Later investigation showed the ru- 
mors to be correct. An official, whose 20 years 
of service in the bank had led to implicit confi- 
dencein his honesty, had taken from its fund 
nearly $100,000 by an ingenious system of falsi- 
fying the books of which he had control. 

In all the stories which began to circulatedown 
town early in the day nothing was said to touch 
the character of Mr. Potts. Some accounts, 
rumor said, would have to be overhauled 
before a new President could be elected, 
and something had occurred at: the bank 


to indicate that a trusted officer had fied 
to eseape such an inspection of accounts. Men- 
tion was made of $100,000 as the amount of a 
ossibie defalcation. This was the most definite 
orm in which suspicions found expression 
in financial circles. Mr. Potts died Satarday at 
his cvuntry bome, at Somerville, N. J. Death 
notices did not appear in the newspapers until 
yesierday. The bank had been Mr. Poits's pride 
tor years. It wasof great gratification to him 
that during his long connection with it he 
had been surrounded and aided in the manage- 
ment by ofticers worthy of the fullestcontidence. 
Sucn a rumor, following by only a few hours 
the public notice of his death, came upon his 
friends and upon the duwn-town business com- 
muuity as @ painful and startling surprise. 

Those who called at the bank, at 216 Broad- 
Way, to express their sympathy or to traee the 
ruwor, found several ot the Directors there in 
consultation with Gen. Francis C. Barlow, the 
bauk’s counsel, E. Kellogg Wright, the Cashier, 
received visitors. Toall he was courteous, but 
non-committal, declining to discuss rumors of 
any kind. A ZIMES reporter was among the 
callers. Lawyers Barlow and Wetmore were 
then there, aud also Dr. Joseph H. Parker, one 
of the Direciors. Casbier Wright listened at- 
tentively to the, guestions put by the ‘re- 
porter. Without replying, he withdrew for 
a few moments tor consultation. Ap- 
proaching the reporter again with Dr. 
Parker, the Cashier asked him to repeat 
what rumors he had _ heard. Regarding 
the rumored <defalcation, both officials repeated- 
ly declared that they had nothing to say. Would 
they say there had vot been a defalcation and a 
resignation? They would make no statement 
for publication. When it was intimated that the 
rumor, following so quickly the death of Presi- 
deut Potis, might be wrongly construed by out- 
siders, the officials eulogized their dead asso- 
ciatein giowing terms, and said that nobody 
who knew the man would or could say aucht 
against him. It was preposterous and brutal to 
cast aspersions on an honored name. Then why 

‘not prevent any such construction upon the un- 
lucky coincidence? The officials had another 
consuitation with the lawyers, and again decid- 
ed not to make a statement either denying or 
affirming the rumors in any form. 

It was not until later that the story of a de- 
falcation was confirmed. That it was known 
outside the bank was a surprise to one of the 
oldest Directors, who was seen last night by 
a@ LIMES reporter. The trouble in the bank, 
‘the said,, was a great surprise to. the 
Directors. The amount involved was 
less than $100,000, and, of course, was a mere 
pinch of snuff te the National Park Bank, whose 
accruing surplus of the year would much more 
than cover it. Thestealing from the bank haa 
been by an ingenious method of treating the 
accounts. * There are only two ways of stealing 
a bank’s funds,” said the Director. * One is to 
commit a bold-faced robbery and fly the coun- 
try, and the other is by a gradual method of 
swindling in some ingenious way of fixing ac- 
counts or mavipulating the funds and 
books. This smail aftair was effected in 
&mostingenious way. It would take some time 
to tell you, and probably at first you would not 
understand it. It would require explanation at 
length.” 

The Director did not believe in covering mat- 
ters up, and said thatif a bank officiai eommit- 
ted wrong be shouid be punished furit, She 
Manip question had beeu frequent at his ¢lub 
and lived inexeellentstyle. He had been with the 
bank for 20 years, andwas one of its most trussed 
officiais, ‘That the delalcation should have 
been discovered before was admitted, notwitb- 
Standing the ingenuity of the offender. Tie 
Director did not care to say anything in regard 
to the defaulter’s history or method of life. The 
whole matter was ene of sorrow te those 
connected with the bank, more because he had 
been honest for so many years than from the 
loss to the institution. It was hara for them to 
belisve. An investigation into the matter 
wouid be made by the Directors to-day at their 
meeting. 

The Cashier's refusal to say anything upon the 
subject led to inquiry which disclesed that 
Charlies I. De BaungAssistaut Cashier of the 
bank, bad been absent during the day, and that 
there was no certainty in regard to his 
coming back. ‘He had discharged the 
duties usually devolving upon the 
Cashier during several imonths of Mr. 
Potts’s illness, when Cashier Wright acted as 
President. No one charged anything against 
him or intimated that he might not have gone 
away on perfectly legitimate business. The 
tact that his absence had been noted was com- 
municated by the reporter to Cashier Wright, 
but that official would not let down the barriers 
of his silence to defend his assistant against im- 
putation, Nor would the bank’s counsel defend 
any name except that of Mr. Potts, Visitors to 
various Directors during the afternoon showed 
that teey had agreed upon a policy of silence. 

Mr. De Baun’s bome is in Fort Greene-place, 
Brooklyn, in a quiet neighborhood just outside 
the aristocratic precincts of Lafayette-avenue. 
The house is furnishea with an eye to comfort, 
although of modest appeintments. Inquiry 
there for Mr. De Baun was tot successful. It 
Was said that he was expected home in the 
evening, probably after 8 o’clovk. There seemed 
to be a disposition to evade closer inquiry. 

Mr. De Baun was not at home last evening 
When a TIMES reporter again calied. An inquiry 
for Mrs. De Baun was answered by a tall, hand- 
some lady, who announced herself as the wife 
of Mr. De Baun, former Assistant Cashier of the 
National Park Bang. Her husband had re- 
signed, she said. on account of ill health 
and to gointo other business. He had accepted 
it because it was an advantageous mercantile 
offer. Whether it came from this city, Brook- 
lyn, or elsewhere she wuuld not say. She de- 
clined to state when he tendered his resignation 
atthe bank and did not know when it took 
effect. Regarding the rumor that her husband’s 
accounts were uot as tiey should be, Mrs. De 
Baun said that wae his business, and she did not 
pretend to know about his private affairs. 

Mr. De Baun was in the city, she said, and 
had been home during the day and she expected 
him during the night. 

George 8. Hart, President of the Second-Ave- 
bue Railroad Company, and one of the Directors 
of the bankeemed surprised when the re- 
porter mentioned his business, and asked if the 
announcement could not be kept back until after 
the funeral of Mr. Potts, the President of the 
bank, to-morrow.

** He isn’t as far as that. Go to Mr. Wright, 
the Cashier; he will tell you all about it.” 

“Do you know what the amount of his defal- 
cation ist Is it $250,000?”

Baun only had charge of the correspondence. 
He had nothing te do with the funds. We are 
going to have a meeting of the Directors of the 
bunk to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock. 

Business kept on as usual at the bank yeater- 
day and depositors stood in along line with 
money to pass in when the hour for closing ar- 
rived. Rumor bad bardly spread fast enough 
to reach timid depositors and those wuo 
were cool-headed had only to think of 
the bank’s financial condition to banish 
doubt in regard to its ability to weather 
@ loss of $100,000 .or several times that 
amountitthere was a defalcation of that ora 
grester sum. Much regret was expressed, how- 
ever, that trouble of this kind should come to 
the surface so soon after Mr. Potts’s death. As 
piready explained the stories were that fear of 
& thorough examination of accounts attendant 
upon @ change of administration had driven the 
defaniter to flight, but Mr. Potts’s friends, re- 
calling bis pride in the bank’s record, were 
pained and mortified to think that the old Presi- 
dent had perhaps nursed a viper who only 
awaited the old man’s helplessness to make the 
best of opportubitivs to tarnish the bank's fair 
name. 

ine bank was organized in 1856 and became 
a@ national bank in March, 1865. From the start 
it enjoyed good management. Merchants learned 
to luok upon it asa flvancial rock. It has always 
commanded the admiration of its conteim- 
poraries. In moneyed circles it stands well to 
the front asa conservative, well-managed, and 
deservedly prosperous institution. Its opera- 
tious fur years have been sbhrewualy and safely 
guided, and its statements have indicated a de- 

ree of solvency of which few banks can 

coast. This prosperity was credited to the 
eareful direction which Mr. Potts gave te the 
bank's affuirs. He had been its President 
for 8 years aud for 11 years a Director. His 
reputation as atinancier was @ Matter of just 
pride to him and his friends. During his con- 
nection With tie bank nut a@ word was sald in 
regard to it which cuuld be possibly tortured

into an imputation upon its management. It 
was singularly fortunate in its employes. No 
scandal or unsavory rumor ever attached to its 
affairs. There were the best reasons for the 
general confidence reposed in it. 

The bank reports for 1587 showed forit a paid- 
up.capital of $2,000,000, surplus $1,000,000, 
undivided profits $655,188. Last week’s bank 
returns were an improvement even upon the 
yearly report, showing a capital of $2,000,000, 
surplus, $1,780,000,average loans and discounts, 
$16,854,300, averages specie, $4,252,300, legal 
tenders $2,076,000, net deposits other than 
Government deposita 21,175,300. The bank is 
a Government depository. 


THE WISCONSIN DEMOCRATS. 


ENTHUSIASTIC IN THEIR SUPPORT OF 
THE PRESIDENT. 

Mapison, Wis., April 30.—The lobby of 
the Park Hotel is filled to-night by delegates to 
the Democratic State Convention, which con- 
venes to morrow for the purpose of selecting 
delegates to the National Convention 4nd nom- 
inating Presidential Electors. The delegation is 
entirely different from any previous Demo- 
cratic gathering remembered in Wiconsin, both 
in the class of delegates and the num- 
ber of young men present. The latter are 
present in especially large numbers, so much so 
us to excite remarks from the old wheel horses 
of both parties who mingle in the crowd. 
Never was a President and a principle more 
unanimously ana enthusiastically indorsed than 
are President Cleveland and tariif reform by 
the members of the Democratic Party here to- 
night. The enthusiasm extends to all, irrespect- 
ive of calling, from laborer to banker and manu- 
facturer. 

The Democratic editors held a meeting to- 
night for the purpose of arranging for a better 
and more thorough discussion of the tariff ques- 
tionin the columns of their journals, and for 
harmonious action in furthering the interests of 
the party in a general way. - The platform to be 
adopted to-morrow will, itis said, beexclusively 
an expression of firm support of the principies 
advauced by President Cleveland in bis tariff 
message, and of the utmost cunfidence in the 
Administration. It will contain no reference to 
Vilas as a@ possible Vice-Presidential candidate. 
It is expected that the plank in regard 
to President Cleveland will be _espe- 
cially strongly worded. J. EE. Dodge 
of Racine is the probable temporary 
Chairman. The State Central Committee met 
to-night and elected John L. Mitchell of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., 8 member of the National Com- 
mittee, vice William F. Vilas resigned. The 
Central Committee will ask the convention to- 
morrow to electan entirely pew committee to 
serve till the first Monday in January, 1891. 


PROHIBITION TO THE FRONT. 


A THIRD PARTY ORGANIZING IN SOUTH 
CAROLINA. 

CoLvumBi4, S. C., April 30.—A sensation 
has been caused in political circles here by the 
announcement that the Prohibitionists of South 
Carolina have formally entered the political 
arena, and that they are already hard at work 
organizing a third party, which threatens a se- 
rious division in the ranks of the Democracy. A 
convention has been called to meet in this 
city on May 22 to effect a thorough or- 
ganization, adopt a platform, and nominate 
a full State ticket. The leaders in the meve- 
ment are the Rev. H. F. Chrietzberg, a prom- 
inent Methodist minister; Prof. L. B. Haynes 
of Columbia Female College, and Mrs, Sallie F. 
Chapin, the well-known Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union worker. ‘I'he Natioual Pro- 
hibition Committee is directing the movement, 
Prof. Haynes publishes a card renouncing the 
Democratic Party, in which he says: 

‘**Too long have we worked with and voted 
with a party whose power is all used to defeat 
us and for bread gave us stones. By our party 
attiiliations we are whip;ed into the support of 
men who are under so Many obligations to the 
liquor party that it becomes a question of con- 
science whether they shall be supported. We 
are sacrificing our young manhood, our women, 
aud children to save that which is not worth 
saving, the reign of a party ruted by liquor.” 

The Prohibitionista say that as soon as they 
are thoroughly organized and in fighting trim 
their ranks will swell) with recruits, and that 
two years bence they will carry the State with 
allease. They say the Prohibitionists of Seuth 
Carolina are disgusted: with the Democratic 
Party, and do not believe it is any use to try to 
induce them. to adopt euch clauses in their plat- 
form as the Prohibitionists demand. They have 
therefore determined to organize a party of 
their own and fignt on even grounds.

TO EDUCATE THE ATTENDANTS. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., April 30.—A novel 
feature introduced in connection with the man- 
agement of the New-York State Homeopathic 
Asylum for the Insane at this place is the estab- 
lishing of a training school tor nurses. The 
sehool is, of course, particularly designed for 
fitting the attendants regularly employed by 
the institution for the more intelligent and effi- 


cient performance of their duties, but its bene- 
fits, in the long run, will cover a far wider 
scope. Instruction is given in the form 
of weekly practical lectures by Dr. Selden 
H. Talcott, Medical Superintendent of the 
asylum, and members of bis stail,and by outside 
physicians and experts on anatomy, hygiene, 
the various forms of mental disease, and other 
subjects connected with the cares and duties of 
@ nurse. 
_ After a two years’ course of practical service 
in the institution and of instruction in the train- 
ing school,ana after passing due examination 
by the medical Faculty the attendant will re- 
ceive a diploma of graduation as a professional 
nurse. The end sought for is the turning out of 
a body of well-trained and entirely competent 
attendants on insane patients for service in pub- 
lic hospitals or private practice.

QUARANTINE AT GROSSE ISLE. 

OTrawa, Ontario, April 30.—The Domin- 
ion Government has decided to make extensive 
improvements in the quarantine service at 
Grosse Isle, River St. Lawrence, to preclude the 
possibility of the introduction of Asiatic cholera. 
This step was urged upon the Government re- 
cently by a joint deputation from the provincial 
Boards of Health of Quebec and Ontario. The 
proposed fumigating apparatus required for the 
station, together with other adjustinents will, it 
is stated, cust over $100,000. The Governmert, 
it appears, also received advices that unless the 
quarantine services were improved the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association would take steps 
to inaugurate a vigorous system of disinfection 
at all points along the boundary line, thus tend- 
ing to blockade trafiic between the two countries,

LEWIS'S STROKE 


THE FAOIS IN HIS CASE 
AGAINST. MOROCCU'S SULTAN. 
ARBITRATION ACCEPTED BY THE WORLD’S 
GREATEST DESPOT—THE LMPORTANCE 
OF ALL THIS—THE CONSUL’S REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, April’ 30.—It is a signifi- 
cant lesson in the doctrine of arbitration that 
the American Consul at Tangier has taucht the 
most despotic and tyrannical ruler on earth, the 
Sultan of Morocco. Curiously enough the out- 
come of it is not nearly so important to the 
United States as to Great Brituin, Spain, and 
France. {n the recentsquabble with the Sultan, 
which at one time looked very threatening for a 
fight, the United States Government has demon- 
strated that it proposes to persevere in its policy 
of preventing tyranny and abuse under the pro- 
tective system. But in settling the quarrel by 
arbitration our Government has established the 
statu quo that Great Britain desires to maintain 
in order to prevent interference with her 
nominal command of the entrance to the 
Mediterranean at Gibraltar, and has taught the 
Sultan that there is a way to adjust his constant 
diplomatic difficulties with France and Spain 
without powder and ball. 

Hitherto when a foreign power wanted to 
bring the Sultan to terms it was only necessary 
to send a fleet into the absolutely unprotected 
harbor of Tangier and threaten to blow the city 
back into the Atlas Mountains if the demands 
were not at once complied with. The Moors 
neither knew nor cared anything about the 
strength of a foreign nation except as represent- 
ed by the gunboats that came around to terrify 
the Sultan occasionally. It was the Knowledge 
of this that led W. Reed Lewis, our Consul at 
Tangier, to ask the Government to send the 
Mediterranean fleet tothe Sultan’s shores, and it 
was only the fairly prompt appearance there of 
the Enterprise that made ary dignified settle- 
ment possible, even by arbitration. 

Consul Lewis’s report on the matter, together 
with the terms of the agreement of arbitration 
and his correspondence with the Sultan’s Minis- 
ters, arrived in Washington afew days ago and 
are now under consideration in the State De- 
partment. For the first time it is possible to 
get some accurate idea on this side of the water 
of the nature of the dispute. Morocco is prac- 
tically out of the ‘news world,” and the scraps 
of information that came from there were neces- 
sarily one-sided and inaccurate. The corre- 
spondence is voluminous andtinteresting as an 
example of the quaint “ Arabian Nights” style 
of diction in vogue at Mohammedan Courts. 
But, in brief, the causes of our quarrel with the 
Sultan were these: 


A United States citizen engaged in export 
trade from Morocco had in his employ a Moor, 
who, under the Madrid treaty of 1880, was en- 
titled to American protection. There was an 
insignificant civil suit against this man that 
had not been brought to trial in four yeara, aud 
was almost forgotten. But 46 days after the 
Sultan’s Minister ut Tangier had been notified 
of this Moor’s right to American protection he 
had the Moor arrested on this civil suit, refus- 
ing to recognize the right of protection, and 
dragged him oft to prison. Heis there yet. The 
Sultan does not feed his prisoners. The man’s 
relatives must carry meat and drink to him 
every day. ‘ 

Another American protégé had his home ran- 
sacked and burned by the Sultan’s soldiers, his 
tamily flogged in the open streets, his cattie 
contiscated, and his crops destroyed. This un- 
fortunate fellow is now a refugee at Casablanca, 
atraid to return home. Accurding to Consul 
Lewis’s report occurrences of this kind are fre- 
quent, and “no claim ercomplaint of any im- 
portance forwarded by the United States Consul 
to his Majesty’s Minister during the past 12 
months has received any serious attention.” 
Tue demands which Consul Lewis made upon 
the Sultan in consequence of these outrages ap- 
pear iu the reporter the State Department as 
fullows: 

tirsi—That the expenses incurred in endeav- 
oring to bring Haj Mohammed Shela! to justice, 
umountiug tv $450, be furthwith paid to the 
United States Consui at Taugier. 

second—That the United States protégé. El 
Abbas Ben Mohammed Ei Hottir, be immediately 
set at liberty, and his protection henceforth re- 
spected; and then an indemnity of $1,000, and 
in addition $25 for each day of his imprison- 
ment, be forthwith paid to the United States 
Consul at Tangier. 


Vhird—That an indemnity of $5,000 be forth- } 


with paid to the United States Consul at Tan- 
gier for the flogging and imprisonment of the 
wives and children of the United States protégé, 
Mohammed Ben Jelaly El Hrisi Ei Habshi El 
Hihi, and the plundering and burning of his 
home and crops, and that his wives and children 
be immediately set at liberty. 

Fourth—That the protections accorded to all 
the persons of whose names a list was sent by 
the United States Consul to his Majesty's Min- 
ister on the lst of January last, and also those 
of which he had been notified since that date, be 
recoganized forthwith and respected in future. 

Fisih-—That all claims and complaints pending 
be adjusted by a tribunal to be forthwith formed 
in Tangier and composed of one person to be 
nominated by his Majesty; the United States 
Consul at Tangier or seme person to be nomi- 
nated by him, and a third person to be seiected 
and agreed upon by them, which tribunal shail 
hear and finally determine by a majority vote 
all claims and complaints of the United States 
and its citizens and protégés against his 
Mujesty’s Government and subjects which may 
be presented not later than the Sth of May next. 
The tribunal shall hold its sittings in the United 
States Consulate at Tangier, shall meet imme- 
diately after it is constituted, and shall complete 
its work by the Ist day of June next, and all 
awards by this tribunal against his Majesty’s 
Government and subjects must be satisfied by 
his Majesty by the 15th of June next. His 
Majesty's Minister at Tangier shall produce 
without unnecessary delay any witnesses from 
among his Majesty’s subjects whose attendance 
may be required by the tribunal. The failure of 
this tribunal to be constituted, or, if constituted, 
to finish the hearing or give a decision in any 
case by the lstday of June next will impose 
upon his Majesty the obligation to pay in full by 
the 15th day of June next the demand of the 
claimant, 

Sizth—That the Pasha of Tangier come to the 
United States Consulate at Tangier in person 
and apologize to the representative of the United 
States, in the presence of his official staff, for 
the letter addressed by the Pashato the repre- 
sentatives of the foreign powers reflecting on 
the official conduct of the representative of the 
Unite States, and also write to tie representa- 
tives informing them that he had done so; such 
letter to be circulated by his Majesty’s Minister 
at Tangier in thu same way that the Pasha’s 
letter complained of was circulated. 

Seventh—That the flag of the United States be 
hoisted at the Battery in Tangier and saluted 
with 21 guns asa reparation forthe insult of- 
fered to the United States by his Majesty's Min- 
ister’s refusal to recognize the United States 
protection when accorded by its representa- 
tive. 


The Sultan’s formal replies to these demands 
are dodgingly diplomatic. But he was not slow 
in seeing the advantages of arbitration and in 


giving his acceptance to the tribunal. Then he 
prom ptly dispatched a letter under the solemn 
sherifian seal to the German AmbasSador at 
Tangier, Mr, Travers, requesting him to repre- 
sent the Sultan in the tribunal. If Consul Lew- 
is sits in the tribunal himsel!, instead of appoint- 
ing a representative, the Sultan will not ask the 
German diplomat to act, but will send instead 
two of his own wily courtiers—sid Haj Moham- 
med El Kabbaj of Fez and Sid Abdel Kerim 
Ben Ghenmiya ot Tetuan—who will agree upon 
a man to decide between them should there be 
any necessity. 

If the tribunal sustains Consul Lewis in his 
demands for an apology from the Pasha of 
Tangier that functionary will be placed ina 
very humiliating position. When F. A. Mat- 
thews was Consul at Tangier he asked. the 
Pasha, who was in office at that time, to extend 
to him a courtesy that had been granted the 
British representative. This was readily ac- 
ceded to, but the Pasha made the unfortunate 
remark that the American diplomats were mere- 
ly monkeys, aping abler representatives of other 
countries in requests for recognition. When 
this was repeated to Consul Matthews he de- 
manded an apology, and the Pasha thought 
best to ride down to the American Consulate, 
attended by his courtiers, to make it. But it 
stmnashed his prestige with the Moors. He hag 
been an object of contempt ever since. The 
present Pasha is anxious to avoid a similar fate 
if he can, 

The conference is probably sitting by this 
time, although the State Department has no of- 
ficlal notification of it. It is a proviso of the 
agreement of arbitration also that the Sultan 
must pay at once the claims decided against 
him, instead of dawaling overthem for years, as 
bas been his wont. He must pay the money out of 
his own funds, too, and not confiscate the prop- 
erty of alot of unfortunate Moors and Jews 
who may happen to possess a little more proper- 
ty than tite Sultan thinks is good for them. 
Neverthelass, the despotic, ruler of Morocco bas 
a new weapon of diplomatic wartare. Since the 
United States has established the doctrine of 
arbitration in dealing with bim other nations 
will huve to follow suit. 


CONNECIIOU’VS DEMOCRACY. 


THEY WILL SUPPORT PRESIDENT CLEVE- 
LAND AND TARIFF REFORM. 
HartTrorD, April 30.—The Connecticut 
delegates to the National Democratic Conven- 
tion at St. Louis will be selected on Wednesday 
of this week, the State Convention being held 
here. The Democracy of the State will present 
an unbroken frontin favor of the renomination 
of President Cleveland. It is not possiblein 
Connecticut for the name of any one else to be 
thought of seriously in connection with the 
Democratic Presidential nomination. The Hon. 
A. E. Burr of this city will head the list of dele- 
gates if his health will admit of his going to 
St. Louis. The tariff question is not likely to 
make trouble in the convention here on Wedues- 
day. The policy of the Democratic Party in 
Connecticut is in favor of protection, but it has 
not set itself against tariffreform. The State 
Convention two years ago adopted the tariff 
plank in the National Democratic platform of 
1884. It will stand by that position on Wednes- 
day. An attempt was wade in the convention 
that nominated Congressman Vance to commit 
the First District to free trade, and a resolution 
was adopted holding that * taxes should not be 
imposed upon the people for any other purpose 
than for the support of the Govern- 
ment, and that the interests of labor 
and capital alike in Connecticut demand it.’ 
Through the leadership of Mr. Burr this 
plank was repudiated, and Mr. Vance refused to 
accept the nomination, pronouncing § himself 
& protectionist. Two weeks afterward the con- 
vention reassembled and renominated Mr. Vance 
asa high tariff representative. Itis safe to say 
that the party will reassert the position taken 
in the national Democratic platform of 1884 in 
favor of tariff reform. The expectation of the 
Republicans in Connecticut that the Democrats 
wiil be split into factions on the tariff issue is 
groundiess. The Democracy will be aunitin 
support of President Cleveland and the revision 
of the tariff adopted in the war era.

MR. DEPEW'S DISCOURTESY WAS THAT 


OF A POLITICIAN, 

Irnaca, N. Y., April 30.—Considerable in- 
terest was aroused here to-day during a lecture 
by Prof. Goldwin Smith by his sarcastio allu- 
sion to the recent little onslaught of Mr. Depew. 
After alluding to Mr. Matthew Arnold’s recent 
criticism on American civilization and assuring 
his audience that the feelings of Mr. Arnold, 
who was his intimate personal friend, toward 
Americans were as grateful and kindly as pos- 
sible, Prof. Smith proceeded from his own expe- 
rience to vindicate American civilization in 


srelation to the reception and treatment of 


strangers. He said that during 24 years he had 
met with unvarying kindness and courtesy and 


with the most good-natured willingness to over- 
look the little slips and errors into which a stran- 
ger in @ society with the special usages of which 
he was unacquainted was sure to fall. Only on 
one occasion in that period had he met with 
anything that could be called positive discour- 
tesy, and even in that case there was un excuse, 
inasmuch as the offense had been committed, 
not out of wanton ineivility, but by a pohtician 
in the way of his business. But Mr. Smith 
begged that it might not be believed from any- 
thing that had appearedin the papers that he 
had ever spoken of Americans as hostile to in- 
dividual Englishmen. He had never done thia, 
nor was it pussibie that he could do it. He had 
only spoken of the anti-British feeling which 
was drawn’ forth by international difficuities 
and to whichitisidle to deny that poltticians 
frequently appealed, and which had a repelling 
and estranging effect upon the British inm- 
grant. J

POPE LEO AND THE IRISH 
HIS DECREE ATTRIBUTED TO 
TORY INTRIGUES, 
RECEIVED IN ENGLAND AND IRELAND 
WITH DISFAVOR—DEBATING IRISH 

MEASURES IN THE COMMONS, 

Lonpon, April 30.—A meeting composed 
of Irishmen and Englishmen, held at Aldershot, 
condemned the Pope’s decree and resolved to 
found a branch of the home rule. organization 
and to cease contributing to Peter’s pence. 

One hundred men belonging to the Sixtieth 
Rifles have started for Gweedore, Ireland, to ar- 
rest another priest. : 

The Irish Parliamentary party have taken no 
steps in connection with the decree, but will 
leave the question on its merits to the apprecia- 
tion of the people. The promoters and support- 
ers of the plan of campaign do not expect that 


the decree will act as a serious check to the en- 
terprise. 

Cardinal Simeoni has written a letter to the 
Trish Bishops from the Propaganda, inclosing 
the Papal decree relating to the plan of cam- 
paign and boycotting. The Dublin Freeman’s 
Journal says: “The decree will always com- 
mand the tenants’ respect, but the people under- 
stand their own affairs too well to allow hostile 
machinations to prevail. They have vigilant 


and able advocates, like Archbishop Walsh, in 
Rome, and Archbishops and Bishops at home, 
whose support will never fail them.’ 

The Mitchellstown branch of the National 
League has discussed the decree and has de. 
pc that it will not take its politics from 

one, 

The Pall Mall Gazetle, commenting on the 
Papal decree, says: ** The Pope’s blunderamazes 
us. It will make no difference in the condition 
of affairs in Ireland, while the alliance with the 
Pope will displease England.” 

The St. James’s Gazelte asks what Mr. Glad- 
stone thinks of his position now. What the 
Vatican declares to be a damuing sin, Mr. Glad- 
stone, it says, considers exclusive dealing. 

The Globe says: “ Archbishop Walsh, doubt- 
less, did his uttermost to refute Mgr. Persico’s 
statements relative to the condition of affairs 
in Ireland. Itis possible, as tne Daily News in- 
timates, that the Pope Las been threatened with 
something like a schism. The deeree means 
that law and order, which were menaced by the 
junction of a strong British party with the Par- 
nellites, have now, in the Vatican’s opinion, 
overcome the disturbing forces assailing them.” 

The Star denounces tue decree as cruel, peril- 
ous, and wanton. It says that Ireland, fighting 
with her back to the wall, will never, perhaps, 
discover the methods by which the attack was 
instigated. If Ireland submits to sacri- 
fice her liberties to @ base Tory in- 
trigue she will be unworthy of the 
freedom which, ina few years, Englishmen will 
grant her if she maintains her demands. The 
paper summons Englishmen to denounce their 
Ministers’ intrigue. Ireland, it declares, will 
accept political advice and counsel from no 
power but her chosen political leaders. 

The Standard argues that the effectof the de- 
cree will be disastrous to the National League 
by lessening its contributions. 

In the House of Commons to-day Mr. Balfour, 
in moving the second reading of the bill to pay 
asalary to Col King-Harman as Under Secre- 
tary for Ireland, urged the necessity of having a 
salary attached to the post. . 

Mr. John Morley moved that the bill be re- 
jected. He reminded the House of the distinct 
pledge given by the Government that no salary 
would be attached to the office. Tie appoint- 
ment oft Col. King-Harman to the post, he said, 
was regarded by the people as a distinct indica- 
tion that the Government were taking sides in 
the social war raging in Ireland. The office was 
wholly needless and was created to give some- 
thing to a man whom the Ministry found on 
their hands. It was an appointment which had 
plucked out by the roots apy confidence which 
the Irish had still felt in the Government. 
[Cheers. } , 

After a heated debate thebiil passed itssecond 
reading by a vote of 226 to 177. 

In the debate on Mr, Balfour’s Irish Land 
Commission bill, Mr. Balfour offered to give 
tavorable consideration to any suggestions of 
amendments which would improve its working. 

Mr. Parneil said he faited 10 see the necessity 
for the bill, whiea was frivoloas and unsub- 
stantialto tne last degree. ‘the proper thing 
Was to inuerease the number of- sub-com- 
missions, nos to raise the already 
swollen, bloated salaries of the Irish County 
Court Judges, A motion for the second reading 
of the bill was then carried by a vote of 228 te 
139. Notice has been given of 207 Liberal 
amendments and of 162 Conservative and Dissi- 
dent amendments to the Lecal Goverament bill. 

Mr. Joseph Nolan. a Nationalist member of 
Parliament, was re-examined tu-day before the 
comunittee on the admission of strangers to Par- 
liament. He admitted that he .introduced in 
Parliament two ladies of the name of Millen, but 
he said he did not Know that they were the 
daughters of areputed dynamiter. He had con- 
versed with Millen on the situation in Ireland, 
and Millen did not give him the impression of 
being connected in any way with politics or 
with dynamite plots or anything of that sort. 
He has had no previous knowledge of him. 
Chief Detective Munro deposed that Millen, 
when he sent his daughters to London, 
directed that only Nolan should escort 
them about. Nolan called three times af the 
house of Kitty Millen, and on one occasion re- 
mained two hours. He took her to the House 
of Commons and afterward escorted her sister 
Florence there. He also accompanied both of 
the sisters about the city. The witness said he 
got his information from members of, the fam- 
ily with which Kitty Millen staid. If he 
gotachance to capture Millen he would prove 
the latter’s connection with the Fenian raids of 
1867. After Munro had concluded his testimony 
the cowmittee drafted a report to the House in 
which ‘hey avoided censuring Mr. Nolan. 

Notices have been posted in Kilruch threaten- 
ing with the doom of James Carey, the Phen!x 
Park informer, any one dealing with the inn- 
keeper who harbored a constable who assaulted 
a priest during the efforts of the authorities to 
suppress a meeting of the National League at 
that place.

Paris, April 30.—The aftray Saturday 
night between Boulangists and a party of 
students who came out from the Students’ Club, 
in which several shots were fired, though few 
persons were injured, was notin this city, but at 
Toulouse. The conflict was resumed last night, 
but was suppressed by the police without any 
serious results. 

M.  SBrumier, Republican, was yesterday 
elected member of the Chamber of Deputies 
from the Department of the Hautes-Savoie by 
a vote of 22,000 to 13,000 for M. Marehant, the 
Radical candidate. The Radical defeats in three 
provincial by-elections are considered as indi- 
cative of areaction in the Boulangistmovement. 
In Paria the Boulanger fever is cooling. 

Gen. Boulanger has written a letter protesting 
against the warlike ideas thatahave been at- 
tributed to him. He wiahes new to declare dis- 
tinctly before France and Europe that demo- 
cratic France is maligned by being credited with 
thoughts of aggression, to which he has ever 
been and aiill remains resolutely opposed. 

Two of the men arrested for participating In 
the recent political riots at Nancy have admitted 
being the authors of the placards which caused 
the trouble. 

President Carnot left Bordeaux to-day. A 
crowd awaited him at the railway station and 
greeted him enthusiastically. At Rochefort the 
President held a reception, after which he visit- 
ed the arsenal! and the hospital, At the hospital 
he conferred the decoration of the Legion of 
Honor upon a nurs@ and in the course of his 
speech of presentation he said: *‘ In decorating 
you I decorate the entire order of nurses.”

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A BANQUET TO CARL SCHURZ. 
MANY DISTINGUISHED GERMANS DO HIM 
HONOR. 

BERLIN, April 30.—A banquet was given 
at the Kaiserhof Hotel last evening in honor of 
Mr. Carl Schurz. Count Herbert Bismarck, sev- 
eral members of the Reichstag, and other dis- 
tinguished persons were present. Prof. Gneist, 
in proposing the health of Mr. Schurz, said that 
as a popular orator, as the leader of an army 
corps in the civil war, as a Senator, and as a 


Minister in a model Administration Mr. Schurz 
had always remained the same true man. 

Mr. Schurz replied: “I stand here as a simple 
American citizen of German birth. We of Ger- 
man birthin America entertain for our exten- 
sive commonwealth love as for a bride, which, 
however, does not diminish our affection for our 
old mother. We greeted with great enthusiasm 
the completion and union of the German Fath- 
erland under the leadership of the bruve Hohen- 
zollern race, and the manner in which the Im- 
perial Chancellor raised himescif like a 
colossal figure in the worid’s history above 
all the statesmen of his time, placing 
Germany as a power of the firat magnitude in 
the family of nations, while utilizing his victories 
in maintaining peace among the peoples of 
Europe. The preservation of a friendly under- 
standing between the German Fatherland and 
the American Republic is dearer to German 
America than anything else. Ifa difference of 
opinion with reference to commercial interests 
should occur, it is to be hoped that wise meas- 
ures on both sides will overcome them in the 
course of time.” 

Mr. Chapman Coleman, First Secretary of the 
United States Legation, made a speech in which 
he referred to the harmonious relations always 
existing between Prussia and America as being 
further developed under the empire to the ad- 
vantage of botn nations. 

Mr. Coleman was followed by Count Herbert 
Bismarck, who in the course ef his remarks 
gave assurance of the unceasing endeavors of 
the imperial Government for tle furtherance of 
reciprocal, friendly relations between the two 
countries. 

Mr. Schurz will soon be received by Prince 
Bismarck.

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THE STEEL WORKERS’ STRIKE. 

PirtsBuRG, April 30.—The resumption of 
the rail and blooming departments of the Edgar 
Thomson Steei Works did not take place this 
morping as proposed by the company. The fires 
were started, and the machinery in the nail 
mill was running, but no attempt was 
made to make rails. General Super- 
intendent Jones stated that the mills 


were not quite ready to resume, but that 
operations would bexin this afternoon. The 
strikers claim that the reason for not starting 
was the scareity of skilled workmen, and that 
the company will not be abie to 
resume without their aid. This is 
denied by Mr. Jones, who asserts 
that he has enough men torun one turn in all 
departments. The imported Hungarians are 
arriving on nearly every train. The strikers 
are not interfering with them, however, and 
everything is quiet. A promineat Kuight 
of Labor stated this evening that it 
was probable a settlement would be reached.

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TWO NEWSPAPER OFFICES BURNED. 
Des Mornes, Iowa, April 30.—Fire this 
afternoon destroyed the offices of the Leader 
and Homestead, on Court-avenue. The fire 
originated in the mailing room of the Leader, in 
the fizst floor, and without a moment's warning 


shot up through the building and buret 
out through every window. The employes 
had a narrow escape, those of the Homestead 
breaking through a window and eseaping over 
the roof of the Post Office building. Mr. Pierce, 
manager of the Homestead, narrowly escaped 
with his life and cut his hands badiy as he 
went out through a window. The fire 
spread quickly to the Post Office and the Cole 
Buildings, and the firemen had a _ terrible 
struggie to check its progress. The tire, 
which began a few minutes before 3 o'clock, 
was'fairly under control at 3:30, and was 
confined to the Leader Building. The loss by 
water and tire in the Post Office and Seeberger’s 
store was large.

It will probably reach $30,000, 
insured for $10,000. The Homestead lost type, 
mailing lists, office furniture, and books; loss, 
$6,000; insured for $3,000; damage to building, 
$8,000; insured for $5,000.

PRESIDENT DIAZ’S RIVAL 


IGLESIAS LOOMING UP AS A 
CANDIDATE. 

A MOVEMENT AGAINST THE PRINCIPLE 
OF RE-ELECTION—DIAZ CERTAIN OF 
WINNING THE CONTEST. 

Crry oF Mexico, April 30.—For the pas¥ 
mouth the Diaro del Hogar, au anti-adinisi®. 
tration paper, has been vigorously opposing the 
re-election of Gen. Diaz. This opposition, bitte# 
and caustic in the extreme, has been directod 
not as much against Diaz as against the priu- 
ciple of re-election. The paper has outlined 
the virtues it desired to sea in a cau 
didate, and finally announced that it had 
found the candidate. These attacks and de- 
velopments have created an uneasy fesling in 
administration circles, and this feeling becaine 
one of consternation when the Diuro to-day pre- 
sented the name of Mr. José Maria Iglesias for 
President af the republic. Iglesias has served 
in Congress, filled four different positions i 
the Cabinet, and us Chief-Justice of the Supreme 
Court was for three years ex-ofiicio Vice-Presi- 
dent of the repubiic. 

Mr. Iglesias was born in this city in 1823, and 
was in public life ever since he attained his 
majority until 1876. He has always been a 
staunch republican of the most advanced 
school, He followed Juarez during all lua 
peregrinations when the grea reformer 


was driven by the ‘rench iim per- 
ial troops from pillar to post. After’ th» 
triumph of the republic he continued to occupy 
exalted positions until 1867, wien he wage 
elected Chietf-Justice of the Supreme Court aue 
‘ex officio Vice-President in 1876. When Gen. 
Diaz raised the standard of rebellion, declaring 
that the second election which took place that 
year had been a farce, and that no election had 
been held, Mr. Inglesias neither adhered 
to Mr. Lerdo nor supported the revolution. 
He declared that Mr. Lerdo had not 
been legally re-elected, but that Gen. Diaz's 
armed movement was an unjusifiabie revoiu- 
tion and thaton the expiration of, Mr. Lerio’a 
lirst term, Dec. 1 that year, Mr. Igiesias would 
be the constitutional President of the republic. 
Diaz oppesed this claim, and after rvuting 
Lerdo, who fled to New-York. arranged an in- 
terview with Iglesias. Gen. Diaz concluded by 
saying that Iglesias musi either submit or take: 
the consequences. Iglesias declared that he 
would not submit,and, returning to Guanajuatyu, 
issued a proclamation calling on the people te 
support him. 

The first wilitary movement that followed his 
interview resulted in the surrender of the great- 
er part of the army supporting Iglesias, whe 
immediately started for the Pacific coast, cin- 
barking at Colima. He landed at San Fraucisce 
and went from there to New-Orieans, where he 
issued another proclamation to the Mexican 
— again asserting his claims to the 

residency, but he saw that his 
claims were not sustained by his country- 
meu, and went to New-York, where le remained 
seven montis... At the endof this time he re- 
turned to Mexico with the knowledge, if not the 
consent, of Gen. Diaz, and has occupied no pub- 
lic position since. The candiducy of Iglesias 
has revived all the old feeling, but only an ex- 
traordinary succession of events can enabie him 
to triumph over Gen. Diaz iu the approaching 
election. He believed the cause of non-re- 
election a@ gvod one, and thought its adhereiuts 
should bring out a candidate. 

Mr. Mateeo, editor of the Viaro, said he repre- 
8e.uted Lo organized Inovement, bUD Knew that 
he would tind strong support all over the 
country in his opposition to the principle of re- 
election. He thought Gen. Gonzales would 
support Gen. Diaz, and he did not know a sin- 
{gle prominent leader who would oppose him. He 
elt sure that the Conservative papers wouid 
support Mr. Iglesias, or any other good man 
who might be brought out, in event of that 
gentleman’s refusal torun, who wouldtake tor 
his motto “ non-re-election.” .

THe MEVOY KELEVATOR BILL 
IN THE SENA‘E. 
PASSED TO THIRD READING AND THEN 


SENT TO THE GENERAL LAWS COM- 
MITTEE. 


ALBANY, April 30.—The peculiar effect of 
the annual visit for the year 1888 of Franklin 
Woosdruffot Brooklyn to Albany see:ned to be ob- 
servable this evening, when the Senate devoied 
nearly two hours to a discussion of the treat- 
ment of the McEvoy bill reducing grain elevator 
charges in Buffalo and Brooklyn. The bill as it 
passed the Assembly was in Committee of the 
Whols of the Senate. It was taken from the 
committee, and at the same time Licut.-Goy 
Jones handed down a dispatch from President 
Orr of the New-York Produce Exchange declaring 
that the Exchange was opposed to the biil and 
wanted it sent te some committee where a com- 
mittea of 15 from the Exchange could be hear. 

Then there begana curious buffeting of the 
billin an effort to find a committee to give it 
some attention. Senator Pierce of Brook- 
lyn wanted it to go to the Commit- 
tes on Commerce and Navigation, but 


Chairman Worth of that committee 
headed it off, and started it for the Canals 
Committee, of which Mi. Laughlin of Buffalo, 
who is opposed to tiie bill, is Chairman, 
Mr. Erwin = insisted that before’ the 
bill was sent 10 any committee 
itshould beordered to athird reading. Mr. Pierce 
objected to that. ie thought that the General 
Laws Committee, of which Mr. Arnold is Chair- 
mau, should take chargs of it. He resented the 
suggestion made by one of the Senators 
that the elevator men aro grasping cormorants, 
and that there was an elevator ring. 
There was, he said, not the slightcst foundation 
for the charge that a conspiracy existed among 
the elevator men to keep up rates. Those en- 
gaged in the business enjoyed the  high- 
est social and commercial standing, and they 
would not dream of doing such a_ thing, 
He represented a district in which there were 
greater cievator interests than 1n ali the rest of 
the State, but if a conspiracy existed he woulda 
‘disregard the wishes of his constituents” ana 
vote for the bill. But he assured the Senate 
‘*on his integrity as a Senator” that there was 
not the slightest ground for charges of con- 
spiracy. 

Mr. Sloan thought the bill should go to the 
Comuthittee on General Laws in order that the 
question of conspiracy might be set- 
tled, but he wanted the committee im 
structed to report the bill by § Fri- 
day. Mr. Pierce, who exhibited more interest 
in getting the bill outof the way than he has 
shown concerning any measure during the ses- 
sion except his bill enabling the Western Union 
Telegraph Company to take from tha State 
Treasury over $180,000, thought that acirection 
to the Committee to report at any given 
time would be an imputation on the committee. 
“if this billis not ordered to a third reading 
before it is sent to a committee again,” said 
Mr. Hendricks, “it means that it is to 
be Killed. These are the tactics pursued 
for that purpose in times past, and that 
is what they mean now.” Mr. Laughlin wantea 
the bill to go to the Judiciary Committee, but 
relinquished that idea when it besame apparent 
that the enemies of the measure had other plans 
in view. Mr. Vedder chimed in with the state- 
ment that there wes a _ disposition to 
send the bills to third readings without a 
proper chance for discussion, and said the Sen- 
ate does not know what the bill is. The bill 
was finally ordered to a third reading without 
much opposition, sent to the General Laws Com- 
inittee, with instructions to report by Friday, 
and then, by the following vote—Republicans in 
roman, Democrats in @tale—made 2 special 
order for next Monday evening:

THE PASSENGER RATE DISTURBANCE, 

CuicaGco, April 30.—The disturbance of 
passenger rates between Chicago and Beston led 
to a meeting of the General Passenger Agents of 
the interested lines here to-day. The Chicago 
and Atlantic is allowed a differential of $2 on 
Boston business, and the Niagara Falls Short 
Line (Wabash Western) a differential of $1, 
making the fares by those roads $19 and $20 
respectively. The regular fare by the other 
ruads is $#Zi. A few weeks ago the two lines 
mentioned made an additional cut of $2 be- 
cause the Lake Shore on its limited vestibule 
train made an extra charge of $2 to New-York, 
but to Boston continued to charge the same rate 
as by ordinary trains. In other words, it 
charged $27, including sleeping car berth, to 
New-York, and only $27 50 to Boston, while the 
regular fare to Boston, vestibule train, should 
be $29 50. 

The outcome of the meeting to-day was an 
agreemeut on the part of the Lake Shore to take 
off the through sleeping car to Boston May 13, 
on which day its new time card will go into 
etfect. ‘Lhe Chicago and ‘Atlantic and the 
Niagara Fails Short Line, on the strength of 
this promise, agreed to restore rates on that date. 

The Executive Committee of the Trunk Line 
Association has notified Chairman Blanchard 
that the following differentials on east-bound 
tratlic (excluding grain) will be allowed the 
Lake and rail lines from Chicago and Milwaukee 
to seabeard cities via the Lake Erie ports: 
First-class, 15 cents; second, 13; third, 10; 
fourth, fifth, and sixth classes, 5 cents. 


THE HOCKING VALLEY SUIT. 

CoLuMBus, Ohio, April 30.—The great 
Hocking Valley Railroad sult was to-day trans- 
ferred from Franklin to Licking County, where 
it will be tried upon its merita. The defendants, 
the former manipulators of the Hocking Valley 
system, were successful in having a number of 
allidavits filed to the effect that local prejudices 
Were 80 strong against the Burke syndicate that 
a fair trial of the case upon its merits could not 


be had in this county. While Judge Evans did 
not coincide with this view he granted the 
request, but did not give the defendants their 
choice of naming the county in which the case 
is to be tried. Itis understood that the assign- 
ment 1s not at all satisfactory to the defendants. 
Judge Buckingham, whois to try the case, was 
elected at the election the 2d of this month. fhe 
district is strongly Democratic, and Judge Buck- 
ingham was the Republican candidate.

A FINE STEAMSHIP LOST. 


THE UNLUCKY CAREER OF THE QUEEN 
OF THE PACIFIC. 

San Luis Onispo, Cal., April 30.—The 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company’s steamer 
Queen of the Pacific, plying between San Fran- 
cisco and the Southern coast ports, sunk near 
Port Harford this morning. 


San Francisco, April 30.—An Associated 
Press dispatch from Port Harford states that all 
the passengers were saved. Thesteamer Santa 
Rosa was sent down from here this evening to 
carry the passengers to their destination. The 
steamer Queen of the Pacific is the largest 
steamer running on the coast. She sailed from 
here yesterday afternoon for Port Harford, Santa 
Barbara, San Pedro, and San Diego. She was 
due at Port Harford, whieh is 195 miles south 


of here and about 11 miles from San Luis Obis- 
po, early this morning. The number of her 
crew aud passengers is not known, but the 
steamer generally carries a large number of pas- 
sengers, 

The Queen of the Pacific was built by William 
Cramp and Owens of Philadelphia, in 1882, un- 
der a contract with Henry Villard, and brought 
here by that magnate, and was designed for 
service in conneetion with the Northern Pacifico 
Road. He spared no oepenee in fitting her 
out. When the Northern Pacific was opened he 
intended to give an excursion up the Columbia 
River. That was in 1883, and it was then her 
unfortunate career began. One time prior to 
the excursion she went on Clatsop Spit, near the 
mouth of the Columbia. She was pulled off 
but the result was a heavy salvage and com- 
promise at a heavy loss. When Villard’s scheme 
collapsea she passed into the service, first, of 
the Oregon Railway and Navigation Company, 
and, second, of the Pacific Coast Company. 
She is owned by the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company, and is valued at 
$500,000. No estimate has yet been 
made of her loss, but it will run highinto the 
thousands. The Queen is considered the fastest 
sea-going steamship that enters the harbor. She 
is 331 feet in length, 38 feet beam, and 19 feet 
in depth, and measures 2,727 tons gross, 1,672 
tons net. Ske is insured, but the insurance was 
placed at the New-York office. 

Port Harford, where the steamer now lies, is 
nothing but a crescent-shaped cone two miles 
in diameter, sheltered from westerly winds by 
Point 8t. Louis. It contains several dangerous 
rocks, but in ordinary weather is considered 
safe shelter.

If there is good evidenee that any single ath- 
letic sport becomes an absorping ambition 
with any considerable number of students it 
ought to be regulated, and if need be pro- 
nibited. I am by no means certain that the 
decision of the Harvard Overseers is not wise.”

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STOVES IN SPAIN, 


CONSUL MARSTON RELATES HIS EXPERI- 
ENCES IN INTRODUCING THEM. 

United States Consul H.C. Marston writes 
thus from Malaga, Spain: “ The kitchen ar- 
rangements in Spain for cooking’are of the most 
primitive character. In all Spanish kitchens 
there is built at one side or end a formation of 
brick and mortar in the top of which area 
series of round holes about nine or twelve 
inches in diameter, withan opening below each 
made upon the same principle as a brick kiln, in 
which only charcoal is used as fuel, the fire be- 
ing made to burn by fanning in front of the 
lower opening, causing a currentof air to flow 
through as a draught to the fire. When I men- 
tioned to my friends that I was thinking of 
ordering an American cooking stove, I was told 
thatI would be unable to hire a cook who 
would be willing to remain in service where 
*t was useds besides none would use stove 
coal as it caused headaches and other 


injurious effects which Malaga cooks would not 
‘putup’ with, However, in Octover, 1886, I 
ordered one with a full set of stove furniture, 
and had it shipped via Gibraltar for Malaga. 
Unfortunately, on its arrival here, having been 
badly packed, it was broken in many places. [, 
however, found an Englishman here who, by 
making some thin 1ron bands, succeeded in rivet- 
ing the broken pieces together, and it was made 
serviceable ror a time, the cost for repairing 
being almost as much as the original price of the 
stove. I wrote to New-York, claiming that the 
breakage had ocourred through bad packing, 
and asking the firm to replace the broken plates; 
this they refused fo do, but under compro- 
mise furnished the necessary pieces at 
cost price for iron, and in due 
season the hox arrived in Malaga, 
but the freight and charges equaled 
those originally charged upon the stove itseif. 
At first my cook looked with disdain upon the 
new-comer and made every objection to its use, 
but it was not more than a month before it was 
the wonder and envy of all the cooks in Malaga. 
When it became necessary to clean the chimney, 
Stove, and pipe, we ordered our cook not to 
light the stove the following morning but to 
use the ‘hornillos.’ To this the woman protested, 
saying she could not now use anything but the 
‘Estua Americano.” Even in the heat of 
the past Summer nothing could induce our 
Spanish cook to give up, eyen for a day, the use 
of this American stove. Inthe course of time 
the fame of this stove was the subject of con- 
versation with all the friends and acquaint- 
ances of our ‘Cocinera,’ and in October last 
two other families here ordered stoves from the 
same firm that shipped mine. I sent tho order 
myself, reminding them of the disastrous plight 
in which mine arrived, instructing them 
to spare no pains or expense in packing. 
When they were received in Malaga they were 
ina much worse condition than mine was, be- 
ing all broken to pieces. They had been paid 
for and there was no redress. The stoves are 
almost worthless, and the parties who made the 
purchase feel thatit is a‘forlorn hope’ to at- 
tempt to have them delivered in good condition 
at Malaga. Two orthree other families here have 
expressed a desire to buy and use these stoves, 
and have been waiting to see the condition in 
which the last two ordered should arrive. With 
the results as stated above they now decline to 
order. Instead of packing them as these were, 
put together complete for transportation, they 
ought to be packed each part separately.”

TAXES. 


A DECISION BY THE SUPREME COURT— 


A SUIT THAT IS BARRED. 
Wasnincton, April 30.—The Supreme Court of 
the United States to-day rendered an opinion in 
eates Nos. 600 to 664 and No. 1,157, The Peo- 
ple of the State of California vs. Tha Centtal 
Pacific Railroad Company, the Southern Pacific

Railroad Company, the Northern Railway Company, | 


and the California Pacific Railroad Company. These 
cases are commonly known hy the name of the Call- 


fornia tax cases and have excited considerable in- | 


terest not only in California but in financial circles 
iu the East, Theso suits were brought by the state 
of California to recover the State and county 
taxes laid on the railroad franchises and 
rolling stock of the several companies, as assessed 
by the State Board of Equalization, and do not in- 
volve the assessments made by the county boards 
nor assessments on the lands of the companies, the 
taxes on which were duly paid The comp nies 
alse tendered and paid GO per cent. (in one case 50 
per cent.) of the taxes sued for without prejudice to 
either side as to the remainder. Tho defenses set 


up in the present suits were much the same asin the | 


Similar suits decided two years ago. They 
were, first. an alleged discrimination against the 
company contrary to the fourteenth ametidment of 
the Constitution, in disallowing a reduction for 
mortgages which is allowed to all other citizens; 
second, that the assessment included property 
which by the State Constitution the State Board of 
Equalization had no right to assess, but which was 
assessable and actually assessed by the county 
boards; third, that the assessments in some of the 
cases included franchises granted to the companies 
by Congress, such as that of constrnoting railroads 
hey United States Territories as woll as in the 
2. 

The Circuit Court found thesedefenses to be trae 
in point of fact, and the Supreme Court, without ex- 
pressing any opinion on the first ground of defense 

asedon the fourteenth amendment, sustains the 
other grounds and affirms the Judgments of the Cir- 
cuit Court. The decision is in conformity with the 
former decision of the court, made two years ago, in 
reference to similar taxes on some of the same roads, 
the only new point being the illezality of taxing 
franchises granted to the companies by Congress. 
The judgments of the Circuit Court in all the eases 
are affirmed.—Opinion by Justice Bradley, Justice 
Miller dissenting. 

An opinion was also rendered in caso No. 180, The 
United States, appellant, vs. Charles W. Beebe et 
al.; appeal from the Circuit Court for the Eastern 
District of Arkansas. ‘This is a suis in equity 
brought by the Attorney-General on dvehalf of the 
United States to set aside and cancel certain 
patents issued in favor of Boswell Beebe in 1888 
and 1889 for about 480 acres of land upon which the 
city of Little Rock, Ark., is partiy built. The 

round upon which it is asked that the patents 

® canceled are that, at the date of their 
issue, the lands were not the property of the 
United States, but,on tho contrary, belonged to 
other persons, and that Beebe by false representa- 
tions and undue influence coerced the Register of 
the Land Office at Little Rock into the belief that 
he was entitled to the patents. The defendent in 
the court below entered a demurrer, and this de- 
murrer was snatained on the ground that the lapse 
of time intervening between the granting of tho 
patent and the bringing of the suit constitutes a 
gocd defense to the suit. This court holds that itis 
established beyond all doubt that the United States 
are not bound by any stainte of limitations, nor 
barred by any laches of its officers in a suit brought 
by 1t as @ sovereign Government to enfor:e a public 
right, but that this does not hold truein private 
litigation. and that the court has frequently looked 
behind the records to see whether the United States 
were the real or nominal parties to the suit. In the 

resent case the court finds that the Government 

8 not the real contestant, and has ne interest in the 

suit; but that it is really a case brought by indi- 
viduals, which might just as well have been brought 
without the intervention of the United States. The 
court therefore sustains the judgment of the court 
below, dismissing the case on the ground that it is 
barred by the lapse of time between the ground of 
the action and the beginning of the suit.—Opinion

rhe annual report of the Chamber of 
Commerce ends with a question which 
often arises in the minds of citizens of New- 
York who have faith in its future growth 
and what Mayor Hewitt has called its 
‘‘imperial destiny.” After speaking hope- 
fully of the condition and prospects of 
trade and the revival of shipping interests, 
the report says: ‘‘ And here it may properly 
be asked if it be not the true policy to 
unite New-York and all its environs under 
one general scheme of municipal rule.” A 
part of the actual “‘environs” of New-York 
are across the Hudson River and with- 
in the jurisdiction of another State, but 
it is closely connected with those to 
the east and the north, and will become 
more so in the future. What reason is 
there why they should not be taken within 
the municipal limits so that the actual me- 
tropolis should be one in name and organi- 
gation as wellasin fact? By carrying the 
northern boundary across to the Sound and 
establishing as the eastern boundary a line 
drawn from Flushing Bay to Jamaica Bay 
there would beincluded in the city limits 
the population and the interests which now 
practically belong to it. The only difficulty 
arises from questions of government and 
administration, but there 1s no reason why 
a scheme should not be devised which 
would result in improvement for all con-. 
cerned, if the best local statesmanship were 
applied to the problem.

Anational conference of the anti-saloon 
Republicans beginsits sessions at the Cooper 
Union to-morrow. The movement which 
it represents has shown little sign of life 
and growth of late, but Mr. ALBERT GRIF- 
‘FIN, its organizer and leader, cherishes 
creat hopes of its results. We venture to 
doubt whether they will appear to the for- 
midable extent which he predicts during 
the present year. The Prohibition Party 
shows no sign of going to pieces under the 
jnflnence of this movement and the Re- 
publican Party gives no indication of 
falling beneath its sway. One of the 
most striking facts about it is the care 
with which the party leaders keep clear of 


before the conference; but, if he does so, it 
will be contrary to what we have every 
reason to expect of him if he explicitly de- 
clares in favor of the plank which the anti- 
saloonists are anxious to thrust into the na- 
tional platform of the party. A man who 
is afraid of “the phrase high” and of “ the 
phrase license” in aState platform is hardly 
likely to come out boldly in favor of crush. 
ing the saloon under whatever “ terms” it 
may be regulated. 


The honor paidto Mr. Cart Scuurz in 
Berlin yesterday was as well deserved as it 
was extraordinary. Mr. ScHurz, as he him- 
velf declared, is simply an American citizen 
of German birth, without present official 
title to any formal expression of respect. 
The tribute paid to him, in which so high an 
oflicer of the German Government as Count 
HERBERT BisMaRcK cordially shared, is 
due to the distinction of his-character and 
his services to both countries rendered 
in the faithful and intelligent discharge of 
his duty asa citizen. It is very rare that 
such services are so recognized, because it 
is equally rare that they are so rendered. 
Undoubtedly, also, the impression made by 
Mr. Scnurz’s address upon the death of 
the late Emperor has been very strong upon 
the German mind. 

The Citizens’ Association of Chicago ap- 
pears to have lost its interest in the suit 
which the Attorney-General of Illinois was 
asked to bring againt the Gas Trust of that 
city. The Trust offers to supply gas 
to consumers for $1 25 per thousand 
upon condition that the quo warranto 
proceedings shall be discontinued. It 
also asks that the complainants shall agree 
to begin no other proceedings of the kind. 
The Mayor is of the opinion that the offer 
should be accepted. The Attorney-General 
says that, although he was requested by 
the City Council and the Association to 
bring suit, the Council has appropriated no 
money for costs and the Association has 
furnished him “with nothing 
ceed upon.” The attitude of the 
Council does not require explana- 
tion; that of the Association may be 
due to the fact that several of its most 
prominent members have invested in the 
Trust’s securities or are connected with the 
gascompanies. It doesnot seem probable 
that the first attempt to bring to account 
corporations which have been absorbed by 
a Trust will be made in Chicago.

sets of signers, after the manner of their 
autographs on the famous documents. This 
undertaking would be in the true sense a 
national one, and should therefore bo able 
to appeal with confidence to the pecuniary 
aid and support of all parts of the country. 
The initiation of this project calls to mind 
that New-York has also before her an im- 
portant centennial enterprise, the celebra- 
tion of the inauguration of WASHINGTON 
as President, which is to be carried outa 
year from yesterday.

THE NEW CHIEF-JUSTICE. 

President CLEVELAND’s careful search for 
the right man to appoint as Chief-Justice of 
the Supreme Court has resulted in the selec- 
tion of MELVILLE W. FULLER of Chicago, 
and there is every reason to believe that he 
will prove the right man for the place. 
While Mr. Futter has never been in public 
life, he is by no means an unknown man. 
His reputation is mainly that of a lawyer, 
but in his profession he stands second to no 
man in the West. Fora quarter of a century 
he has held a leading position at the bar in 
Chicago, with a large and lucrative prac- 
tice, and has been widely known for his 
thorough knowledge of law, his abil- 
ity in dealing with its principles and 
application, and for his exalted charac- 
ter and strict integrity. His reputation 
rests moreon solid attainments, thorough 
industry, and logical powers than on the 
brilliant qualities of a great advocate and 
public speaker. This fact is in favor of his 
fitness for a high judicial position. Heis 
55 years of age, and in the full vigor of 
health, with a prospect of at least fifteen or 
twenty years of useful service in which the 
resources of long study, active practice, and 
ripe experience will be at his command. So 
far as ability, attainments, training, and 
character are concerned, Mr. FULLER ap- 
pears to fill in an ample measure the re- 
quirements of the great office for which the 
President has designated him. 

Politically Mr. FULLER has always been a 
thorough-going Democrat. In 1861, when 
only 28 years of age, he was a member of the 
Constitutional Convention of Illinois, and 
in the following year was elected to the 
Legislature from a Republican district. As 
he was a strong partisan and at that time 
somewhat active in local politics, this indi- 
cates the confidence that was felt in his 
character. It is said that he has never held 
public office since, but at no time has he 
ceased to take an interest in politics or 
to give active support to his party. 
He has been a delegate to several 
National Conventions, and has long held 
the place of a trusted counselor among 
the Democratic leaders. His high char- 
acter and uncompromising honesty, to- 
gether with the fact that he has sought no po 
litical advancement for himself, have given 
him great influence in the West, and he has 
been foremost among those who have 
striven to raise the party organization in 
the city of Chicago from the slough into 
which such men as CARTER HARRISON and 
their supporters had forced it. He may be 
regarded as a leader of the reform tenden- 
cies of the party, and the fact that Presi- 
dent CLEVELAND offered him the place on

The fact that Mr, Fotier as a Democrat 
isa thorough believer in the principles of 
his party and has always faithfully sup- 
ported it cannot be urged against his fitness 
for the place of Chief-Justice unless by ex- 
treme and unreasoning partisans. There is 
nothing in those principles, so far as they 
can be now defined, affecting the interpre- 
tation of the Constitution and the laws 
of the United States, which is not entirely 
consistent with the doctrines laid down 
by the Supreme Court in a long 
series of decisions while it has been 
made up wholly of Judges appointed 
by Republican Presidents. That he 
would be guided entirely by a conscien- 
tious sense of duty does not seem to be 
doubted by any one who knows him, and 
his sense of duty would be enlightened by 
his acknowledged ability, legal learning, 
and patriotic integrity. The fact that 
among those who most earnestly favored 
his appointment are the two Republican 
Senators of Illinois gives assurance that he 
has no spirit of partisanship that would in 
the least interfere with the fairness and 
righteousness of his judicial action. 

There seems to be no manner of doubt 
that in performing his somewhat difficult 
aud delicate task of selecting a fit successor 
for Chief-Justice WAITE President CLEVE- 
LAND has aimed solely at finding the man 
best qualified for the place without going 
outside of his own party. He wisely decid- 
ed to seek only in the Northern States, as 
there is still some sensitiveness regarding 
the possible views of the most eminent 
Southern men on the subject of the rela- 
tions of States to the Union. He gave no 
heed otherwise to the claims of locality, 
as was shown by the attention given to 
candidates from widely-separated States, 
and he paid no regard to political 
claims beyond what wasimpliedin the de- 
termination to appoint a Democrat. He 
sought high legal attainments and ability, 
approved by experience and assured stand- 
ing, and integrity of character that could 
not be assailed, and he looked for a man 
young enough in years to give assurance 
of long and distinguished service on the 
bench. In all respects he seems to have 
succeeded in his purposes as well as he could 
have hoped and as well as could have been 
expected of him. The appointment of Mr. 
FULLER ought to be confirmed without any 
of that unseemly delay or carping criticism 
which has made the conduct of the Senate 
ungracious in case of so many appointments 
against which no valid objection could be 
urged. 

THE EFFECT OF THE DEBATE. 

Tt isa tradition of parliamentary bodies 
that speeches may change opinions but can- 
not change votes. That is true in most 
cases of the votes of those to whom the 
speeches are directly addressed. It is not 
always true of votes outside. The general 
debate that isnow going on in the House 
upon the Ways and Means Revenue bill is 
not likely to affect the votes of the great 
body of either Democrats or Republic- 
ans. It may influence a certain number 
of those members who have heretofore fol- 
lowed blind!y the Jead of Mr. RANDALL, 
and who, voting with their party on all 
other questions, have acted with the Penn- 
sylvania protectionist against their party 
in mattérs touching the tariff. These men 
can hardly fail tosee that the cause they 
have been fighting in the past is much more 
strongly presented than it has ever been 
before, and that public opinion is being 
awakened inits favor, and as their action 
in the past has been guided wholly by their 
ideas of their own interest, they may come 
to see that their interest no longer lies in 
the old direction. Butit is only in this in- 
direct fashion that votes in the House are 
likely to be affected. 

Outsidé the House the case is very dif- 
ferent. The speeches now being made will 
supply a large part of the campaign docu- 
ments of the respective parties in the ap- 
proaching ¢anvass. This, in fact, is their 
chief purpose, and it renders it puzzling to 
account for the Republicans insisting on a 
long debate. For it is so plain that the 
Republicans themselves admit that the 
anti-reformers are getting the worst of it, 
and have been from the first, They 
might have expected it. They occupy 
a purely defensive position, and are try- 
ing to defend what is practically in- 
defensible. They have no definite policy 
to speak to. They have been unable to 
agree upon any. The obvious fact of 
over-taxation staring them in the face and 
known by the public to exist, the protec- 
tionists have no practical measure of reduc- 
tion to set against that of the Ways and 
Means Committee. This of itself is a serious 
disadvantage, and they feel it at every step. 
The advocates of reform point out clearly 
the reasons why the reductions they pro- 
pose should be made. The protectionists 
can only reply in general terms that free 
trade willruin the country. It is becoming 
clearer every day that the voters do not 
consider this an answer, and will not accept 
it. And it is by the effect of the debate 
upon the voters that both parties will be 
judged. 

The Republicans regarded it as a great 
stroke of policy to get the debate so pro- 
longed that it would probably be impossi- 
ble to pass the billin the House before the 
meeting of the Democratic National Con- 
vention, They must see, we should say, 
already that this was a very empty victory. 
It is certain that every day’s discussion 
tends to consolidate Democratic opinion, 
and that this is true of Democratic opinion 
in the various States as well as in the 
House. The object of the Republicans was 
to divide, confuse, and demoralize the 
Democrats, but the debate is having 
exactly the opposite effect. Nor are 
the Republicans themselves growing any 
stronger. On the contrary, the more 
speeches there are made on their side 
the more.barren they’ become. The helpless 
iteration of generalities only intensifies the 
impression they produce. Nor does the 
practice adopted by a certain number of the 
Republicans of constantly interrupting tho 
Democratic speakers with questions help 
them any. It only brings out more emphat- 
ically the weakness of their own side. 
‘While, therefore, we regret all unnecessary 


delay in the final action of the House upon 
this question because it endangers other 
important legislation and because we be- 
lieve that the country is ready for the de- 
cision, we can perceive that the delay the 
Republicans have insisted upon is not do- 
ing them any good. The debate is making 
the issue clearer and the position of each 
party more definite, and therefore promot- 
ing the right settlement of the question by 
the voters at the polls, 


REFORM THE AQUEDUCT COMMIS. 
SION. 

Although the Senate committee which 
has been inquiring into the workings of the 
Aqueduct Commission will hdld no more 
sessions until after the adjournment of the 
Legislature, it is not necessary to wait 
until next Winter to remedy the abuses 
it has already exposed. A bill should be 
introduced—and it might with propriety 
come from Mr. FassetTT in the Senate—to 
reorganize the Aqueduct Commission. Com- 
missioners BARNES, RipGway, and FisqH, 
who represent nobody and who were.put 
into the commission for its bedevilment 
and to make possible the use of its powers 
and its funds for personal and political 
ends, should be put out forthwith. The 
Mayor, as representing the city of New- 
York, and the Controller, as representing its 
Finance Department, should be restored, 
thus constituting the commission as it was 
originally made up. 

In Barnes, RpGway, and FisH the peo- 
ple of the city have no confidence. In 
Mayor Hewitt they would have the 
fullest confidence, and. there is need 
of his energy and aggressiveness in 
reforming the machinery and  prun- 
ing the administrative expenditures of 
the commission. Something like $200,- 
000 of the city’s money has already been 
wasted upon CLARK & O’BRIEN, the polit- 
ical contractors, who were thus reimbursed 
for the loan of their money and their credit 
to Gov. Hirr. It has been almost 
the uniform practice of the commis- 
sion to award CLARK & O’BRIEN 
any contract for which they submitted 
bids, and with almost equal uniformity 
CraRK & O’BRIEN have subsequently 
sublet their contracts to some of the 
lower bidders. The percentage = of 
money which they have retained after 
paying the sub-contractors for doing 
the work has been for the city a 
clear waste. Under an honest and efficient 
commission this work could never have 
gone on. There is good reason for beliey- 
ing, moreover, that the staff and adminis- 
trative expenditures of the commission are 
double what they should be. 

So far as these evils are now curable they 
would be cured by putting the Mayor and 
the Controller in the places of the three 
Commissioners appointed as the result 
of the political deal of 1886. A bill 
to effect this change may easily be 
passed before the adjournment of the 
Legislature. We doubt whether any 
member of either house, Democrat or 
Republican, would have the hardihood to 
defend the present commission. It is possi- 
ble that Gov. Hitt might attempt such a 
defense in a veto message, but there are 
limits even to his audacity, and he is not 
wholly without prudénce. 


THE PAPAL DECREE IN IRELAND. 
‘The first results of the Papal decree de- 
nouncing the plan of campaign and the 
boycott have appeared. A meeting of Irish 
and English Roman Catholics at Aldershot 
has formally denounced the decree, or, in 
other words, has “bolted the Pops” and 
has resolved to pay no more Peter’s pence. 
A branch of the National League in Ireland 
has resolved that “‘it will not take its poli- 
tics from Rome.” This action is likely to 
be repeated throughout Ireland, and it is by 
no means certain that the Irish priesthood 
willtake any painsto preventit. In fact, the 
Freeman’s Journal of Dublin calls the at- 
tention of the people to the fact that they 
have “vigilant and able advocates” among 
their own clergy and episcopate, and seems 
to hold out hope that the decree may be 
revoked in consequence of the repre- 
sentations of these advocates. The hope 
of such a revocation seems to be the only 
reliance of Irish churchmen for a reunion 
of the people with their ancestral church. 

The decree itself bears evidence that it 
has been procured by the influence of 
English Catholics hostile to the project of 
home rule. The ethical principles it lays 
down are perfectly sound, granting the 
premises from which they proceed, but 
some of the important facts are omitted 
from these premises. Nothing can be 
sounder, for example, than the propositions 
that a man should fulfill his contracts, and 
that the agreement of a number of persons 
to violate their contracts is an immoral 
performance. But it must be borne 
in mind that the injustice of the 
competitive rents in Ireland is conceded 
upon all hands, and was formally acknowl- 
edged by the passage of the Land act, 
which allowed for a judicial revision and 
reduction of rents already fixed by contract. 
The Irish tenants complain that this re- 
duced rent is still too high; that is to say, 
that the land will not produce the rent 
which its occupiers have agreed to pay or 
which the tribunal appointed for the pur- 
pose has declared that they should pay. In 
this position they are sustained by compe- 
tent observers. 

No doubt a tribunal created for the purpose 
of revising the contracts of a whole country 
is an anomaly in legislation, but it is only 
one of the anomalies of the British govern- 
ment of Ireland. If Parliament had con- 
sistently taken the ground that Irishmen 
must keep their improvident contracts or 
take the legal consequences, like other peo- 
ple, there would be less excuse than there 
is for the plan of campaign. But if it 
be once granted, as it was granted by 
Parliament when it passed the Land 
act, that Irish tenants alone among 
British subjects might go to court to seek 
relief from their own deliberate contracts, 
the advance to the plan of campaign is 
easy. If one landlord shows a disposition 
to allow for bad harvests and another a dis- 
position to make no such allowance, but to 
dispossess the tenants who failed to pay a 
rent they found it impossible to pay, con- 
certed action among the tenants is the 


only means at their command of putting any 
constraint upon the ‘bad landlord.” It is 
true they fixed the rent to svit their own 
notions of equity, and thus became judges 
in their own cases. But where the other 
party to the contract refused to modify it 
it is hard to see what else they could have 
done, always provided that the land would 
not yield the agreed rent. They certainly 
showed their good faith by depositing the 
amount of rent they were willing to pay in 
the hands of Trustees for any landlord 
who chose to take it, instead of refusing to 
pay any rent whatever, as they might have 
done with equal success in many parts of 
freland, where the landlords were absolutely 
at the mercy of the League. Considering 
the anomalous condition of Ireland and the 
encouragement given by Parliament to the 
Irish notion of a contract to pay rent, the 
question raised by the adoption of the plan 
of the campaign is by no means completely 
disposed of by a reference to the general 
proposition that it is immoral for men to 
enter into conspiracies not to keep their 
contracts, 

The boycott is quite azother affair. It is 
a brutal and barbarous mode of warfare, and 
deserves the condemnation passed upon it by 
the Pope. But that condemnation is by no 
means likely to put an end to its employ- 
ment. Itis already evident that the Irish 
people will not be governed by the decree. 
The power of the church has not been 
weakened in Ireland, as it has been in 
some other countries, by the progress of 
the spirit of doubt and inqniry. It has 
been endangered, however, by the spirit of 
revolt, which has extended from the polit- 
ical to the religious sphere and has been 
greatly promoted by the agitation for home 
rule. The evidences that have already 
been given indicate that itis too strong 
and active to be controlled by decrees from 
the Vatican. 


THE WORK BEFORE THE GENERAL 
CONFERENCE. 


The assembling of the highest legislative 


body in the Methodist Church for its quad- 
rennial meeting is an event of no common 
importance. Numerically the largest body 
of religious people in the country, it is also 
one of the most respectable and influential. 
If any communion can be called with truth 
the church of the people the Methodists are 
entitled to that name, and they have de- 
served it. The Conference will number 
about 500 delegates, and its deliberations 
will extend through several weeks and oc- 
cupy public attention to a large extent. 
The Conference invites comparison with 
the Episcopal General Convention. Both 
organizations have many points in common, 
but their fields are widely different. It is 
no disparagement to the Episcopal body to 
acknowledge that the power of Methodism 
in the United States is entirely unique. 
It is organized upon a basis of popular 
republican representation and has the power 
to enforce the ecclesiastical laws which 
it may enact. It also deals with the 
masses of the people, and both in religion 
andin general social influence has in its 
keeping the bulk of those who constitute 
the most hopeful political and social ele- 
ments of the Republic. It is in this light 
that the Conference now at hand is a gath- 
ering of greatimportance. It has its own 
internal affairs to regulate, and these will 
chiefly engage its attention, but it owes 
something to the public welfare, and the 
Methodists themselves are too enthusiastic 
to be satistied with the merely legal aspects 
of their own affairs. No great assembling 
of American Christians should now take 
place without putting itself on the record 
with reference to the questions which are 
before the whole community. The moral 
and social questions of the Nation demand 
recognition, and the General Conference 
is too close to the public to ignore them. 

There are two questions which will at 

once force themselves upon the attention of 
the Conference, and will demand all the 
wisdom of the denomination if they are to 
be dealt with wisely. The first of these is 
the effort to obtain for women admission as 
delegates to the highest legal body in 
Methodism. They have heretofore ap- 
proached the Conference as delegates in 
reserve, and the question of their admission 
to full representation has been kept in abey- 
ance. To-day Miss FRANCES WILLARD, one 
of the representative women of the land, 
with four others, holds a certificate of elec- 
tion from the local Conference to a full and 
first seat in the General Conference, and 
the issue whether women shall be admitted 
will be contested with the charm of her 
presence in their favor. If the Secretary of 
the Conference is not at hberty to go behind 
her credentials, she will take her seat in 
this body like any one else, but even then 
the question will not be settled. The Con- 
ference has the right as the highest 
representative body in Methodism to 
say, in the interpretation of the 
Book of Discipline, what are the 
qualifications of a delegate, and the real 
question is as to the amount of strong legal 
common sense there is among the delegates 
to the Conference. If the word laymen can 
be stretched till it means women the Con- 
ference will be compelled to admit women 
on equal terms with men to a share in its 
votes and deliberations. There are two 
sides to the question, and it is likely to 
provoke the hottest and most prolonged 
debate of the entire session. One party 
seems ready to accept women because they 
have rendered great services in the local 
work of the church and in the conviction 
that legislation is already in their favor. 
Another party is sure that they cannot be 
admitted without special legislation, and 
that this must now be provided for. Still 
another party, and this is the section of the 
Methodist body that has astrong sense of 
the fitness of things in it, is fearful that the 
admission of women to equal rights with 
men in the Conference will compromise the 
church in the eyes of other religious people 
and make them the butt of the Christian 
world. This is the conservative view, and 
many men in the denomination feel that 
nothing will be gained for Methodism in 
the new depagture. The debates on this 
point will attract wide attention. 

Another point of great interest will be the 
position of Bishop TaYitor’s mission in 
Africa. This venerable apostle has planted 
Methodism with remarkable success on 


three continents, and has the zeal, the self- 
sacrifice, and the indomitable spirit of St. 
PavuL. He is anatural leader and organizer, 
and is constantly sighing, like ALEXANDER, 
for more worlds to conquer. His missions 
in South America and in India have grown 
into the substantial character of confer- 
ences, and the mission in Africa has also 
been planted upon a permanent basis. He 
commands and compels success in whatever 
he undertakes. He is at present the most 
representative figure in modern Methodism, 
and the Methodist people in this country go 
wild in their demonstrations wherever he 
appears. He is now in the country, and his 
friends ask that he shall be elevated 
from the position of a missionary 
Bishop to the full rights and privileges of 
a Methodist Bishop at home, though still in 
a missionary field. It is understood that he 
is as anxious for this recognition as any of 
his friends, and has never drawn a penny of 
his salary as a missionary Bishop since his 
appointment. Here again there will bean 
effort to compel the Methodist Episcopate to 
enlarge its Discipline in order to meet a 
popular demand. The Bishops as a body 
wish Dr. TAYLOR to remain in his present 
position, but he is human enongh to resent 
this limitation, and the point is whether 
the Discipline shall be accommodated to his 
case, 

All the other religious bodies that have 
held representative meetings since the dec- 
laration of the House of Bishops at Chicago 
in 1886 have given attention to the thought 
of a united working American Church. The 
Methodists have usually been shy of what 
did not build up their own denomination. 
Has not the time come for them to take 
broader ground? Is there not something in 
the world in relation to which Methodism 
hasa public duty as yetundischarged? The 
Christian Churches in the United States 
have duties to society, to the family, to 
the moral interests of the community, 
which are not a matter of legislation, but 
of resolution and comprehension, and it 
will give the Methodist body a larger share 
of interest with the people at large if it 
shall recognize in a suitable way the exist- 
ence of social and moral problems which 
depend quite as much upon the action of 
the church as upon that of the State for 
their solution. “It is one thing to pass reso- 
lutions in favor of conventional reforms, 
and quite another to manifest intelligent 
interest in the movement of society as a 
whole.

FA lngubrious and ill-made though not 
Wholly ineffective drama called “‘Hélne” had 

% tentative performance at the Fifth-Avenus 
Theatre last night. The term of Mr. Eugenes 
Tompkins’s lease of the theatre begins to-day. 
An odd Monday night was therefore left 
on the hands of the retiring manager, 
Mr. S8tetson, and he turned it over to 
Miss 'M. Morton, who is the author of 
“Héléne.” That lady, who has hitherto been 
unknown to fame, and Migs Minnie Seligman, 
the principal actress in last night’s perform- 
ance, must have a hostot friends. The house 
was 80 greatly crowded that Mr. Puerner and 
his band had to play their music under the stage. 
The play was a dose, but the attitude 
of the audience toward it was more 
than friendly. It was treated with overwhelm- 
ing politeness. “ Héléne” seems to have been 
made outofanovel. The text is over-burdened 
with explanatory narrative, and the incidental 
“humor” is melancholy. The scene is France, 
and the heroine is a misunderstood woman, 
The plot of the play encompasses a com- 
plex story of sin and lust and tardily- 
requited love, and it is unraveled with much 
labor and much tomfoolery. Yet there are 
passages of strong theatric value, if they are 
not to bo commended for truth to nature. For 
instan¢ge, in one scene two men, a saint anda 


hardened sinner, quarrel about a woman. Oneoft 
them must die, but the saint objects to duels on. 
principle. This device iatherefore agreed upon: 
‘The name of each is written pon a niece of 
Paper, and those pleces of paper, with others 
folded in the samme Manner, are placed upon a 
table. The bewildered, afflicted hervine is 
forcea to make the selectisn. The man 
whose name she picks out shall live, 
The other gentleman is ‘bound in 
honor to retire and shoot himself. It 
is believed that this situation is new. It cer- 
tainly involves the element of suspense, and it 
aroused the spectators last evening to a bizh 

itch of enthusiasm. The enthusiasm, in- 

eed, was 80 great that no surprise 
seemed to be felt at the gentlemanly 
couduct of the desperate viliain, who, after 
lying and committing murder and talking 
with his teeth closed to an alarming extent, 
politely accepted the result of the strange lot- 
tery: and shot himself hke a hero.

MELVILLE W. FULLER TO BE 
CHIEF-JUSLICE. 

NOMINATED BY THE PRESIDENT AND 
SURE OF CONFIRMATION BY THE 
SENATE—HIS CAREER AS A LAWYER. 
WASHINGTON, April-30.—The recommen- 
datione of the Illinois men for Molyille Weston 
Fuller have proved efticavious. He was to-day 
nominated by the President for Chief-Justice of 
the United States, and will probably be con- 
firmed without delay. It was only within a day 
or two that the President had riveted his atten- 
tion upon Mr. Fuller with a conviction that he 
possessed in great degree the qualifications 
that ought to be found in a Chief-Justice, but 
he had been considered almost from the mo- 
Ment that the death of Chief-Justice Waite 
Taade it mecessary for the President 
to take thought about the matter. Mr. 
Fuller's friends are of both parties. Among 
those who have spoken of him in terms of the 
most cordial approval are Senators Cullom and 
Farwell of Illinois, ex-Secretary of War Robert 
T. Lincoln, and Senator Spooner of Wisconsin. 
It was desirable that a candidate possessing 
good legal attainments, as well as high char 
acter and a degree of personal popularity, 
should be chosen in order to meet the cap- 
tious disposition of many Senators who 


will not scruple to vote againstany man against 
Whom a whisper can be raised, even if it carry 
absurd and trifling reflections. His age—he is 
aboat 55—is that which in a man who has been 
in legal practice since his majority ought te he 
ripe and sound. The President was anxious to 
find a man who possessed all the desirable qual- 
ifications and was likely, if he met the average 
expectation of life, to serve many years, 

Mr. Fuller could scarcely have been anything 
butalawyer. His father, Frederick A. Fuller, 
and his father’s brothers, Henry W. Fuller and 
Benjamin A. G. Fuller, were both lawyers. His 
grandtather, Henry W. Fuller, was a lawyer 
and a Judge of Probate. His mother’s brother, 
Nathan Weston, was a lawyer. His maternal 
grandfather was by Gov. Gerry, at the age of 
29, appointed to be Chief-Justice of the Court of 
Common Pieas of the Middie District of Maine. 
After the separation of Maine from Massachu- 
setts he was appeinted one of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of the State of Maine, and he aft- 
erward became the Chief-Justice of that court. 

It does not appear that Mr. Fuller has been 
obnoxious to any partof the Democratic Party 
in Lihnois, white there has been and is no doubt 
about his strong attachmentto the party. As to 
his record during the war,it is said that the 
Republicans can find no flaw in it; that he was 
a sturdy Union man, of whose fidelity there was 
never any doubt. He is not a stranger in Wasb- 
ingtoa. His practice in the Supreme Court is 
large. and it has brought him frequently to the 
capital. During his visits he has been a wel- 
come Visitor at the White House, and the Presi- 
dent had become thoroughly acquainted with 
him, the acquaintance being agrerably renewed 
when the President was in Chicago last Fall. 
That he was not seeking office was known to the 
President, for he had at different times suc- 
cessively declined appointment as a Civil Sery- 
ice Commissioner, as a member of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, and as a Pagitic 
Railroad Commissioner. He did not seek the 
Chief-Justiceship. There were no papers of ap- 
plication in bis behalf, but there were many let- 
ters of recommendation coming from some of 
the most prominent and influential men of the 
East and West. 

Mr. Fuller will bring to Washington upon his 
confirmation a family that will be an acquisi- 
tion to the Supreme Court social circle und to 
society in general. Mrs. Fuller is spoken of as 
a lady of charming manners, but not enamored 
of formal svciety. Mr. Faller is a strong and 
agreeable orator. He was heard here on Feb. 
22 before the National Democratic Committee, 
when be set forth most attractively the aad- 
vantages to be gained by holding the Democratic 
Convention in Chicago. : 

When Assistant Private Secretary Pruden en- 
tered the Senaje Chamber with the message 
pominating Mr. Fuller, Minister Phel),s was sit- 
ting on asola on the Democratic side chatting 
with a number of Senators. He siniled when be 
was told that Justice Waite’s successor had at 
Jast been selected, and he expressed his belief 
that the President had made a wise choice. 
Senator Gray, whe was also in the chamber, had 
no word of regret to speak because he had not 
been named, and he axreed with Minister 
Pheips that Mr. Fuiler was the right 
man -for the place. Some of Mr. Gray’s 
party colleagues were frank enough to say that 
they would have been better pleased if the mes- 
sage had contained Mr. Gray’s name instead of 
that of Mr. Fuller,and oue or two were disposed 
to criticise the President for paying so little at- 
tention to their wishes. All the Democrats, 
however, without exception spoke in highly ap- 
preciative terms of the fitness of Mr. Fuller for 
the high place tendered to him, and they 
were unanimous in declaring that the nom- 
inee would find no obstacle to confirmation 
on the Democratic side of the chamber. Some of 
the Republican Senators who are personally 
acquainied with Mr. Fuller were even more out- 
spoken than the Domocrats in commendation of 
the nomination, but a good many of the majority 
were care!ul not to say enough to commit them 
tvo strongly in Mr. Fullev’s favor before they 
could hear the opinion of Chairman Rdmunds 
and the Juaiciary Committee, to whom the nom- 
ination will be referred. They doubtless remem- 
bered that they had praised the selection of Mr. 
Lawar for a place on the Supreme Court Bench, 
and had afterward been dragooned by their 
party leaders into partisan opposition to that 
nomination, and they did not care to be 
caught again in the same awkward position, 
None of them, however, even intimated that 
there was any chance fora partisan contest 
over Mr. Fuller’s contirmation, while the gen- 
eral opinion was that he would be indorsed by 
the Senate without trouble. If Mr. Ecmunds 
should conclude tooppose confirination he would 
meet with poor success, according to some of his 
own party friends, for Mr. Fulier was warmly 
commended to the President by both the Illinois 
Senators and he is assured of the support of 
both. Mr. Cullom’s first choice for the Chief- 
Justiceship was Mr. Schofield, but he has 
openly declared that Mr. Fuller isin every way 
fitted for the place, and that he sees no reason 
for objecting to the nomination. Mr. Farwell 
has been active in urging the selection of the 
Chicago lawyer, and he will have no patience 
with any Repubiican Senator who finds fault 
with his friend. Mr. Frye is another personal 
friend of Mr. Fuller, who was his cellege mate 
at Bowdoin, and Mr. Spooner is still another Re- 
publican who testifies from personal knowledge 
that the President’s choice is a man worthy of 
confirmation. These and other Senators who 
know Mr. Fuller better than by mere reputation 
believe that he will be contirmed without any- 
thing approaching a contest. 


CuicaGco, April 30.—Melville Weston 
Fuller bas practiced law in Chicago 33 years. 
From the very first he was extremely success- 
ful,and for many years he bas stoodin the 
front rank of his profession. Mr. Ful- 
ler was born in Augusta, Me., 
on Feb. 11, 1833, and received his 
collegiate education at Bowdoin, where he was 
®classmate of Minister Phelps. He was grad- 
uated in 1853. He pursued the study of law 
with bis uncle, George Melville Weston, at Ban- 
gor, and also attended lectures at the 
Law Department of Harvard University. In 
1855 he began to practice in his na- 
tive city, but devoted himself chiefly to 
editorial duties on the Age. During the iollow- 
ing year he was elected a member of the Au- 
gusta Common Council, anc was made President 
of that body. In addition to this he was City 
Solicitor, but he resigned both offices, and came 
to this city. He at once established a 
lucrative practice and made a reputation aa an 
able lawyer. He had developed a strong taste 
for politics in Augusta, and on removing to Chi- 
cago he lost no time in entering his favorite 
field. He took an active part in the Presi- 
dential campaign of 1856, supporting the 
Democratic candidate. Five years later 
he and “Long John” Wentworth were 
elected delegates to the State Constitutional 
Convention. Here his legal abilities came into 
play, and he rendered a distinct service in the 
revision of the Constitutien. In 1862 
be was sent to the Legislature trem 
the Sixty-firat District, usually a Re- 
publican stronghold. He has since been 
frequently tendered nominations for other 
offices, but has persistentiy declined them. He 
bas continued to be actively engaged in politics, 
however, and was a delegate to the National 
Conventions for several years, taking part in 
those held in 1864, 1872, 18764 and 1880. 
His record in the Legislature was one 
of efficient service. It was in 
1863 that he was at Springfield, and he was the 
recognized leader of his party during those 
stormy days. Among the numerous public ad- 
dresses which he delivered the one at Michigan 
City in 1860, in welcoming Stephen A. Douglas, 
is mentioned as especially noteworthy for its 
eloquence. Heit was, also, who delivered the 
address a year later when the celebrated states- 
man died. In the meantime he had been rising 
in his profession. He was notably connected 
with some celebrated cases before the 
State Supreme Court arising out of the proro- 
gation of the Legislature by Gov. Yates 
in that year. In 1869, when Bishop Whitehouse 
attempted to discipline the now Bishop Cheney 
before an ecclesiastical tribunal for leaving 
“regenerate” out of the office of infant bap- 
tism, the offender was advised and defended all 
through the years of tedious litigation by 
Mr. Fuller, who exhibited a profound research 
and knowledge of ecclesiastical law rarely ac- 
quired by any man. In 1870 he made an 
argument before the Supreme Court in 
one of those cases that has been pro- 
nounced to be at once tke most able 
and the moat cloquent ever delivered in this 
State. The Reformed Episcopal Chureh of this 
city, of which Cheney is now Bishop, largely 
owes its existence to the prosecution thus in- 
stituted. 

“ J believe the first case that was argued be- 
fore the late Chief-Justice Waite,” said Frank J. 
Smith, who was long connected with Mr. Fuller, 
“was the case of Tappan against the 
Merchants’ National Bank of Chicago, 
known as one of the ‘fiational bank 
tax’ cases. Mr. Fuller argued this case for the 
appellee, and it has sv happened, therefore, that 
ove of the attorneys who argued the first case 
before Chief-Justice Waite has succeeded him to 
that high office. Although defeated upon the 


main question involved, Mr. Faller won great 
reputation and respect in the condyet and trial 
of those bank tax cases. He has since then 
often appeared before the Supreme Court of the 
Unitea States and is familiar with its practice 
as well as ita decisions. In the South Park Com- 
missioners’ cases as Wellasin the great lake front 
case, Mr. Fuller not only gained well-deserved 
reputation, but displayed the great learning and 
ability which are the result of years of indus- 
trious study and zealous mental labor. As is 
well known, in these great cases he won 
distinguished success. He has often been 
mentioned by members of the Bar as one emi- 
nently fitted for the highest judicial office, and 
his appointment will receive universal approba- 
tion from all who Fnew him, regardless of their 
party aftiiliationa or preferences.”’ 

The range of Mr. Fuller's practice has been 
very extended, and he has shown himself a mas- 
ter in all the departments of his profession. He 
has always exhibited a wide familiarity with all 
branches of polite literature; hie public speeches 
and legal arguments are eloquent, and he is 
held in the highest esteem by all his fellow-at- 
torneys. Mr. Fuller was married in 1858 to 
Calista O. Reyuolds, but she died soon after- 
ward, and in 1866 he was wmarried to 
Mary Ellen, the daughter of the 
late W. F. Coolbaugh. He has a family 
of eight daughters. In personal appearance Mr. 
Fuller is unusually handsome; his hair and 
mustache are silvery and his features 
clear cut and intellicent. In stature he is 
short and slight, compared with his future 
associates on the Supreme Bench, As an orator 
his talents have won for him the title of the 
Chauficey M. Depew of the West. In politics he 
is best described as an old-school Democrat. He 
was loyalin feeling during the war; is a beliey- 
erin an advanced doctrine of State rights and 
an advocate of simple government. He is a 
member of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
and has been prominently identified with that 
denomination. 

Mr. Fuller took the news of his nomination 
very quietly, and when a reporter visited his 
office he found him busy over the pa- 
pers of a law case. “Well, to tell the 
truth, I am very highly flattered,” said 
Mr. Fuller in answer to his visitor’s 
questions. ‘*The office of Chief-Justice is cer- 
tainly a very exalted one, and to have been se- 
lected——’’ Then Mr. Fuller paused tor a mo- 
ment. ‘There is a vast number of able lawyers 
who are good Democrats, too,’ he went on 
after the pause. ‘“ The first thing I did after I 
heard the news was to send it. to my 
wife.” Mr. Fuller added that his only regret 
would be to leave Chicave, where he has 
lived for so many years. Then the interview 
had to come to anend,for Mr. Fuller’s legal 
friends came in 1n crowds to eongratulate him, 
while telegrams and messages were received by 
scores. 
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SUBMERGED BY FLOODS, 


SPRING FRESHETS CAUSING CON- 
SIDERABLE DAMAGE. 

HaRtTFoRD, Conn., April 30.—The heat is 
very oppressive here to-day. The river now 
maiks nearly 20 feet and is rising a little more 
than 145 inches an hour. The stocks of goods 
in the lower part of the city have been moved 
out of the reach of the water, and there is no 
prospect of immediate damage here. The Cen- 
tral Vermont Railroad embankment, a short 
distance south of Sharon, is washed out consid- 
erably, and there are fears of further damage. 
The water is overflowing fine meadow lands 
several feet deep, also some points in the high- 
way between bere and West Hartford. The 
bulkhead of French & Watson Company’s saw 
mill has been washed back and the side of the 
mill brokenin. None of the factories can use 
water power, and many haveshutdown. The 
Hartford Woolen Mill is running by steam 
power, 

MIDDLETOWN, Conn., April30.—The Con- 
necticut River has risen very rapidly the past 
two days owing to melting snows in Vermont 
and New-Hampshire. To-day the rise was two 
inches per hour, Lowlands a'ong the banks are 


deeply ilnundated and river roads are impassa- 
bie. 


BeELLows Fats, Vt., April 30.—The 
Manufacturing interests here are ata stand- 
still owing to the backwater. A uumber of 
small irame sturehouses have been washed 
away and the brick walls of an unfinished pulp 
will were knocked down by the rush of water, 
Back of the mills the water 1s at least 20 teet 
above the low-water wark. The weadows and 
highways are submerged so that the village ls 
almost entirely eut off [rem the surrounding 
country, except by the railroads, which as yet 
are not disturbed, and the trains are reported to 
be on time, but the next 24 hvurs wiil probably 
show a greatchange. Tne water is slowly ris- 
ing and more rapiuly as night approaches.

FIGHTING 1HE YAQUIS. 

NoGates, Arizona, April 30.—Gen. Diego 
M. Querra, commander of the First Military 
Zone of Sonora, Mexico, who is now in the field, 
telegraphs the Governor under date of April 26 
as follows: 

* Ou the 2istinst. Lieut. Juan Quintero and 
his forces attacked a party of Yaqui Indians on 


the Tejibampo Mountains, when a desperate 
fight took place, which resulted in a victory for 
the troops. T'wenty-odd Yaquis were killed and 
one was taken prisoner, besides a Jarge number 
being wounded. Capt. Manuel Escabas of the 
Federal forces was seriously wounded and will 
probably die.” 

In another dispatch, dated April 27, the Gen- 
eral says: “ Yesterday Capt. Angel Lianes of 
the Mexican Home Guards overtoek a large 
party of Yaqui rebels going toward Aqua Cali- 
entes, and had a hotly-contesated fight with 
them. His force killed seven Indians and took 
fifteen prisoners, most of the latter being women 
and children. A large number of guns and a 
quantity of ammunition were also taken from 
the Indians; most of the wounded made their 
eacape” The most notable feature of these 
Mexican military dispatehes is the studious 
manner in which reference to the loss to the 
Federal forces is neglected. Itis the opinion of 
good Mexican authorities thatin a great many 
of these fights which are so carefully reported 
the Yaquis are victorious.

DEMOCRATS MAKING THE BEST 
TARIFF SPEECHES, 

THE CHAMPIONS OF PROTECTION CLEAR: 
LY OVERMATCHED—A REPUBLICAN 
STUMP ORATOR CONVERTED. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Neither in his 
epeech, which was a mere compilation of time- 
worn and extravagant protectionist common- 
places, nor in the debate in which he afterward 
involved himself with Mr. Hemphill of South 

Carolina, did Gen. Grosvenor of Ohio to-day add 

any fame to the Republicans in the tariff debate. 

The palsy that appeared to strike the opposition 

as soon as the Mills bill was reported, and 

that has left the Republican Party in the impo- 
tent position of presenting no affirmative meas- 
ure on a question upon which they 
have assumed to bo infallible, does not 
leave that party in Congress. In 
fact, it seems to fix itself more.firmly day by 
day, so that even the correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Gazette, a gentleman who is 
considered as thorough-paced a partisan as 
lives, comes out in cold type to declare that the 

Democrats have made the best arguments right 

along. Mr. Grosvenor’s engagement with Mr. 

Hemphill gave the South Carolina member a 

chanco to prove that he looked at the question’of 

wagesin relation to tariffs withoutasmoked glass, 


and that he was so firm in his convictions that 
he was not to be swayed by the sophistries of 
his more experienced opponent. ° 

Some anxiety was felt by the Democrats when 
Mr. Rayner of Maryland arose to speak. He is 
an orator, and they feared that he would run to 
eloguence. He was eloquent, but to some pur- 
pose. He boldiy declared that while he did not 
regard the Mills bill as perfection, he should 
voie for it as the party’s expression of loyalty 
to aprinciple tor whichit had over and over 
again declared itself. Mr. Nutting, who, like 
the ever-springing Milliken of Maine, is disposed 
to provoke debate, drew Mr. Rayner out by asking 
him questions upon the proposed reduction of 
the duty on glass. Mr. Rayner met Mr. Nutting. 
He said that he would not have reduced the duty 
on glass so much, but that he thought the reduc- 
tion was not so large as to justify the manufact- 
urers in cutting down the wages of their em- 
ployes. When Mr. Nutting pushed him further 
and letit be known that he represented 2,000 
giassworkers who opposed any reduction, Mr. 
Rayner dashed at him with a plain asser- 
tion that Mr. Nutting was looking out for 
a renomination and the votes of the glass 
workers, and that he was expressing the opin- 
ions of such subsidized organs as the 7ribune, 
while Mr. Rayner declared that he could vote 
for the bill as he proposed to do, and yet would 
get the votes of the glassworkers of his district. 
He gave back biow for blow, and finally quieted 
Mr, Nutting, while the spring that usualiy keeps 
Mr. Milliken on his feet was apparently out of 
order. Mr. Henderson of Iowa and Mr. Gallin- 
ger of New-Hamopshire also spoke for the Re- 
publiean side.

Lack of a quorum prevented the passage in the 
Senate to-day of the International Copyright 
bill. Mr. Chace was very anxious to dispose of 


the measure, but it was so late before a vote 
could be reached that a majority of the Senators 
had gone home for dinner, and he had to let it 
go over until to-morrow. He will try then to 
get it out of the way before Mr. Ingalls 
takes the floor to reply to the criticisms 
upon his slure upon the loyalty of Gens. 
Hancock and McClelian. When the 
bill was taken up to-day Mr. Morrill 
withdrew his amendment allowing publishers of 
American newspapers and other periodicals to 
copy articles irom similar foreign publications 
and for that purpose to import such periodicals. 
In its stead he proposed to permit publishers of 
American periodicals to impurt for their own 
nse, but not for sale, not more than two copies 
ot foreign periodicals. This was accepted by 
Mr. Chace and was incorporated in the bill, Mr. 
Beek made an earnest speech against the bill, 
declaring that it would result in com- 
binations of publishers, printers, and 
authors, to extort high prices from Ameri- 
can readers and cut off the supply 
of cheap books for tha people. Mr. Beck did not 
like the way publishers, printers, and authors 
had dictated to the Senate what sort of a bill 
should be passed. It seemed to him, too, that 
these people, especially Mr. James Russel! Low- 
ell, had stigmatized Congress and the framers 
of the Conatitution as 80 many thieves, and he 
resented that sort of thing. Mr. Jones of Arkan- 
sas tried to nake Mr. Beck understand that the 
epithets he complained of had been applied only 
to the publishers who had utilized for their own 
benefit the labor of others, but Mr. Beck would 
not be convineed, The Kentucky Senator was 
sure that the pili was in the interest of monop- 
olies, and he had no syinpathy with the idea that 
foreign authors should receive the same care 
and protection as American authors. Mr. Vest 
troubled Mr. Beck by pointing out that the lat- 
ter’s argument was a straightout protection ap- 
peal, and he added that if the principle of the 
pending bill was struck down it would strike 
down the principle of the right of 
property. Mr. “Vest urged that in the 
commonwealth of letters there shuuld be 
no geographical lines. That, he said, was all 
that was demanded by any friend of the bill. 
Mr. Call opposed the measure on the ground 
thatit made a monopoly of thought. Mr, Vest 
asked to Dave stricken out the requirement that 
copyrighted books should be printed from type 
set in the United States, but waa voted down. 
Mr. Jones proposed to strike out tie restriction 
on the importation of copyrighted books on the 
ground that it was achange in the tariff laws 
and a violation of the Constitution. The vote 
on this showed that no quorum was present, 
and an adjournment quickly followed.

Col. De Witt C. Sprague, whois known in al- 
mostevery townin New-York of considerable 
size as one of the most effective speakers at the 


command of the Republican State Committee 
and whose speeches have been regarded as 
among the most satisfactory of those delivered 
during national campaigns, has come out on the 
tariff question in a way that will probably wake 
it neeessary for the State Committee to drop him 
as a speaker for next Fall’s work. In a letter to 
the Washington Post he directs attention to the 
obvious necessity for stopping the accumulation 
of idle money inthe Treasury, and suggests that 
the cundition of things should at once evoke a 
spirit of broad, enlightened, and patriotic states- 
mapship to improve the laws and remove un- 
necessary taxation. But the ultra-protectionist 
and hide-bound partisan regard the work of eco- 
nomic reform as subsidiary to seitish interests 
and hoped-for party advantage. Col. Sprague 
Bays: 

“When the President, in language which 
should carry conviction to every unbiased mind, 
lays before the country a plain statement of the 
situation and endeavors to arouse the people’s 
representatives to a sense of the impending 
danger, the ultra-protectionist, who knows no 
interests save his own and the hide-bound parti- 
gan, who will sacrifice any interest te the suc- 
cess of his party, met his wise, patriotic words 
with malignant misrepresentation. They de- 
nounce him as an enemy of the American 
laborer, whom he would reduce to the level of 
the European pauper. They ring the 
changes on ‘free trade,’ when they know 
very well that free trade is not now 
practical, and hope by their cunningly-devised 
political jugglery to delude the people inte the 
belief that President Clevelaud’s policy is alto- 
gether inimical to their interesis, and if carried 
out would utterly destroy them. In this wise 
they hope to dispose of Mr. Cleveland’s efforts 
for the reform of our tariff laws and for the re- 
moval of the oppressive burden of taxation from 
the necks of the people. But this bugbear ery 
of ‘free trade’ is about played out. The country 
understands it pretty well, for it has heard the 
ery of late ad nauseam, It plays no solid part 
as an argument andis worthless asa scarecrow.”

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A VIOTORY FOR WESTERN UNION. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., April 30.—An opin- 
lon was filed by Judge Simonton to-day in the 
Commonwealth’s suit against the Western 
Union Telegraph Company involving a tax on 
gross receipts for messages sent into, out of, or 


through the State. The case was argued about 
a year ago, and Judge Simonton then delivered 
an opinion in which, upon the authority of a 
decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, rendered in 1872, in the case of thePhila- 
delphia and Reading Railroad Company, he de- 
cidea that the Western Union was liable for tax 
to the.amount of $23,296. M. E. Olmsted, 
counsel for the company, filed exceptions to the 
opinion, and to-day’s opinion is upon the excep- 
tions. Holding that the Supreme Court of the 
United States has in two recent cases reversed 
its former decision, Judge Simonton finds him- 
self compelled in deference to that court to re- 
verse his own former opinion and decide 
against the State.

He examined the title in the usual way, 
using such official searches as were attached to the 
seller’s abstract and making additional ones to 
eover the intervening period. The name-index 
searches showed the property free from mortgage. 
In April, 1882, a loan was made upon the property 
in reliance upon the same searches. 

Two years later the owner was surprised by a de- 
mand made upon him to pay a mortgage for $1,500, 
said to have been placed upon the property in 1872. 
Investigation showed that the mortgage was a valid 
first lien, had been made to an innocent holder by 
one who had inherited a quarter interest in the 
property, and had been omitted from the official 
Register’s search on which the then owner and his 
predecessor had both reliea. The mortgage had to 
be paid. 

Such an error can only be safely guarded against 
by a search from a “Locality Index,” which dis- 
closes all the instruments affecting any lot from 
the settlement of the county down to the present 
time, no matter when recorded or by whom made. 

And such an index both for New-York and Kings 
Counties is pogseased alone by the

* Had you any children by her?” 

**Yes, Sir, four, all of whom are married.” 

* Had you any children by Mme, Diss Debar?” 

* Yes, Sir, one, a girl now nearly 7 years old.” 

* How long have you lived with Mme. Diss 
Debar ?” 

“Nine years.” 

Then the witness said that he had paid every 
obligation due to his legal wife, and that he re- 


garded Mme. Diss Debar as his true wife in the 
eye of God and man. 

Mr. Howe objected to several statements made 
Dy the witness referring to Mme. Diss Debar’s 
Adentity as immaterial, and they were excluded 
‘by Justice Kilbreth. Mr. Townsend became 
angry, saying that he had given the prosecution 
every latitude, and he would now ask Mr. Howe, 
es an honorabie man, to permit this evidence as 
to Mme. Diss Debar’s identity to come in. 
“Your Honor,” he concluded, “has allowed 
her to;be abused as no other woman Was ever 
abused in a court of justice.” 

The witness declared that he knew nothing 
about the deed to Mr. Marsh’s property until 
after it was executed, and even then he ohjected 
to its acceptance. He was not an artist, he 
said, but, in. his profession, he had learned to 
draw and paint topograpbical objects, such as 
(mountains and mines—nothing else. He had 
‘nothing to do with painting pictures for Mme. 
Diss Debar to vreseut to Mr. Marsd as spirit 
produciions. 

The crass-examination of ‘* Gen.”’ Diss Debar 
by Mr. Howe was severe, and under 10 the nerv- 
ousness of the witness perceptibly incressed, 
He adwuitted that with a material brush and ma- 
terial pat he had restored the Lavenberz pict- 
ures, but maintained that he had never touched 
p brush to the spirit paintings. 

* Asearly as 1868,” Mr. Howe asked, * did 
you not paint portraits?” 

Mine. Diss Debar here caught the eye of the 
witness and placed her finger upon her lips as 
if to caution hin. 

“Not very successfully,” he replied. 

“ T should think not,” suid Mr. Howe, “ judg- 
ing from these Marsh paintings.” . 

The witness admitted writing trom Onset Bay 
to Augusta Salomon in Louisville, Ky., in 1886, 
asking for the loan of $25, and saying among 
other things: ** Should you prefer some work of 
mine instead of a return of the money I will 
paint you a portrait in oil from any photograph 

ou may send. I have had some success in that 
ine for two Summers past.” 

There was amurmur from all partsof the 
room when Mme. Diss Debar was called. She 
was pale, but tirm. She wore a black silk gown, 
biack lace mantilla, and a bronze-colored poke 
bonnet. In reply to Justice Kilbreth sne said 
that hername was Editha Lolita Moatez, that 
sbe was born “ presumably in Italy,” and that 
she is 39 years old. She gave her occupation as 
that of a spiritual medium znd her present resi- 
dence “the Tombs.” She was the daughter of 
King Ludwig IJ. of Bavaria and Lola Montez, she 
said, and would adhere to that claim in spite of 
all that the press had said. By right, 
she possessed the titles of Kditha Lolita, 
Baroness of Rosenthal and Countess of Lands- 
feldt. She could remember as far back as 
1855, when she was taken by Mr. Lay- 
enberz to live in the family of Prof. 
© F. R. Salomon. whose residence was 
then in Washington. Through Mr. Lavenberz, 
the Salomons were paid $55 monthly for her 
board. Sbe was treated very cruelly by Mrs. 
Saiomon and her daughter, Augusta. The former 
shut her up in a bathtub, where she would 
have drowned had she net been rescued. She 
was also compelled to wear 1 dress made eut of 
a bed spread, while the Salomon giris were 
always weil dressed on the money paid for her 
support. While the Salomon’s were. living in 
Baltimore Mrs. Salomon stabbed her in the 
wrist and thigh with a pair of shears for some 
childish offense. In Brooklyn she was treated 
very badly by every one but Alice Salomon. 
Augusta at that time was a saleswoman and 
brought home goods that she stole in the store 
where she was employed. This testimony was 
excluded as immaterial, and Mme. Diss Debar 
turned to Judge Kilbreth saying scornfully: 
*“Then I’m the only one to Deblackened? Thank 
you, Judge.” 

When the family came to New-York, she con- 
tinued, she left them and entered the Rutgers 
Female Institute. Here her education impoved 
rapidly, most of it being “‘ inspirational.” She 
became convinced that she should join the 
Catholic Church, and enterea the convent of St. 
Fraucis in Jersey City. The Salomon family 
pursued her there, trying to get her back, and 
she went to escape them toa cenvent in Cincin- 
nati; but George Salomon pursued her even 
there, and she was sent to an institution in Aix 
la Chappelle. In 1867 she went to the Ursiline 
Convent in Louisville, Ky., and, later, went 
again to Europe, entering another convent, 
where she was treated badly. From the latter 
place she escaped by the aid of Paul Noel Mess- 
ant, with whom, in 1869, she came to America 
in the same steamer. 

Mime. Diss Debar related her connection with 
Woodbull and Ciaflin in 1870, and rather non- 
plused Mr. Howe by charging that when she 
Was arrested at that time she retained him as 
her lawyer, and that he deserted her after re- 
ceiving her fee. She related the well-known 
story of herillness and entry into Hahnemann 
Hospital in 1870. In January, 1871, she was 
pent to Blackwell’s Island as an insane woman 
by a trick of Georges Salomon, who said to her 
when she was arrested: ‘Oid lady, I’ve fixed 
you now.” She remained on the Island one 
month, and was discharged as an improper sub- 

ect. She married Messant on Fee. 5, 1871, and 

er husband died on Jan. 26,1873. Their child, 
“Dodo,” was born on Feb. 5, 1873, 10 days 
after her father’s death, and noton Fen. 5, 1874, 
as George Saiomon had testified. 

A passport used by Mme. Diss Debar when she 
visited Europe in 1871 was put in evidence, but 
Mr. Howe objected, as the woman’sa identity 
Was immateriui to the charge of conspiracy. 

Here the witness helped Mr. Townsend out by 
suggesting that the passport be offered to show 
that she was in Europe when witnesses had tes- 
hified that she was in this country. 

Mr. Howe remarked: ‘‘Mr. Townsend, she is a 
good lawyer; better take her advice.” 

“She got along without a good lawyer once, 
Mr. Howe,”’ retorted Mr. Townsend, and the 
laugh that followed was at Mr. Howe's expense. 

In regard to her relations with Mr. Marsh, 
Mme. Diss Debar testified that that gentleman 
gave her the deed of bis house voluntarily and 
wade the mortgage voluntarily. She had never 
raceived a dollar from him beyond the $2,000 
paid out of the mortgage on the judgments 
against her. She paid all of the bills for the 
maintenance of the household after she went to 
live at 166 Madison-avenne. She denied the 
story of Randolph, and asserted that the story 
ef George Salomon as well as that of Inspector 
Byrnes, to the effect that she had admitted 
Salomon to be her brother, was false. She main- 
tained that her powers as #® medium were 
spiritual and that the Marsh pictures were pro- 

uced by spirit hands. 

On ecross-examination Mme. Diss Debar ad- 
mitted having tried to raise a mortgage of 
#17.500 on Mr. Marsh's house through Arnold, 
Rich & Woodford, but asserted that Mr. Marsh 
knew of it. 

Mr. Howe produced the Salomon family Bible 
in court showing the record of Ann O' Delia Sal- 
pmon’s birth, and the witness turned very 
pale ane very red by turns as she inspected the 
chirography of the entry. She failed to recog- 
nize the Centering as that of Prof. Salomon. 
She also declined to recognize the penmanship 
of several letiers signed ‘“‘Anna” as her own, 
and said it appeared to be the handwriting of 
Augusta Salomon. 

hen asked if she had been married to any 
one since 1873 sbe said she declined to answer. 

* Had you a husband living in 1878?” asked 
Mr. Howe. 

“No, Sir,” replied the witness. 

“Who was Mr. Meynale,” asked the lawyer. 

“Joseph H. Diss Debar,” was the reply. She 
explained that she had represented Mr. Diss De- 
bar to George Saiomon as Mr. Meynale for pur- 

of her own. 

Mr. Townsend asked for time to sum up, but 
Justice Kilbreth said that too mueh time had 
giready been given to the case. Mr. Townsend 
protested that this was unjust, but the court 
was inexorable, and the Judge took the papers. 
His decision was given instantly, as related, and 
the prisoners were taken back to the Tombs.

When a private contract is made each party shall 
be held to the amvuuut so agreed on. 

Mayor’s Marshal Byrnes said to a TIMES 
reporter yesterday: ‘‘I should advise every 
person to make a contract before moving, or 
else a good many truckmen Will make as many 
loads as they possibly can. It.would also be 
well if people would see that they employ none 
but licensed truck or express men. As it is, 
many people engage men who have no license, 
but have simply hired atruck for theday. A 
dispute arises, people come here with their 
complaints, and it is impossible for us to do any- 
thing because, on account of the truckman not 
being licensed, we are unable to trace him.”

OPENING DAY OF THE METHO- 
DIST CONFERENCE, 
‘COMMITTEES HARD ‘AT WORK AT’ THE 

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE—TAK- 
ING CARE OF THE DELEGATES. 
_ The General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, which has not met in this 
city since 1844, will begin ita labors at 9 o’clock 
this morning in the Metropolitan Opera House, 
All day yesterday that building was in the 
bands of commissions, committees, 2nd/ sub- 
committees, kept busy enough with the invaria- 
ble accumulation of work which attends the eve 
of a great undertaking, and busier still with the 
econstant arrival of delegations from abroad, 
anxious to extend the right hand of Methodist 
good-fellowship to the men who have been work- 
ing so hard of late in the interestof the church’s 
great council. 

Somewhat embarrassing it was to men wres- 
tling with knotty problems of a business nature 
to have the current of their thought disturbed 
by thearrival of brother delegates from China 
or India or Colorado or Troy, who commanded 
attention, but no matter how busy the members 
of the committees happened to be, they always 
had a hearty greeting and pleasant smile for the 
visitors. The Committee on Reception did an 
enormous amount of business and handshaking 
during the day. It begun work early in one of 
the assemnbly rooms, and kept going all day 
long without intermission. Gen, Clin- 
ton B. Fisk presided, and Drs. A. J. 
Paimer, A. XK. Sanford, H. A. Monroe, 
and hiessrs. Bowles Colgate and Anderson 


Fowler, were eiticient aides-de-camp. The bous 
ing of delegates was the most trying part of 
their labor. Some of them accepted the quarters 
assigned them without cavil, but others offered 
decided objections to the way in which they had 
been disposed of. One worthy preacher cased 
a laugh by complaining that he had been ¢ Wen 
a room in the Oriental altogether too noay the 
sky to be pleasant, and another, who haga f{ittle 
correspondence axe of his own togrind, obj tted 
to being placed in a duwn-town botel on acc lunt 
of the waste of vaiuable time involved. The 
comimitteemen, however, proved equal to tach 
emergency as it arose, and Gen. Fisk declared 
that, thanks to recently-acquired experience, 
they feit themselves jointiy aud severally equal 
to the successful ruuning of either an opera 
house or a hotel. 

During the afternoon the General Conference 
Commission, which has the general supervision 
of ajl the work, held a meeting, at which it 
reached the couclusion that all ihe preliminary 
work had been well done and that the Confer- 
enve would begin its work under auspices of the 
most favorable kind. Another important meert- 
ing was that of the Buok Committee, which re- 
viewed the work done in the past four years and 
adopted the annual report, which will be pre- 
sented to the Conference and then referred to 
the Committee on Book Concern, 

Among the delegates who called at the Opera 
House were three ladies—Mrs. W. D. Rippey, 
Mrs. Nivde, and Mrs. Newman—and those who 
favor their admission claim that a point in their 
favor was scored when the committee assigned 
them to hotel gtarters without question as to 
their eligibility. Lheir opponents, however, who 
persisted in styling them as “ elected delegates,” 
insisted that notbing less could be done, and 
tempvurary possession of hotel accommodation 
will pot help the ladies toward permanent pos- 
session of seats in the Conference, 

The opera house has been thoroughly cleaned 
up ip anticipation of the busy scenes which 
nearly ail of its various halis and offices will 
present when the Conference is fairly at work. 
The auditorium was visited by scores of minis- 
ters, who tested its acoustic properties and pro- 
nounced them all that could be desired. Littie 
preparation was needed to make it ready for 
service. Three or four tables on the platform 
for the Bishops and Secretaries, and as many 
more in the orchestra for the press, include ail 
the “ properties” necessary for the Conterence’s | 
business. The drep curtain will be lowered, and | 
in front of itis enough space to accommodate 
the Bishops, Secretaries, fraternal delegates 
and others who may beinvited upon the plat- | 
form. Whena number of the committees are 
in session during the afternoons the full capac- 
ity of the big building will not suffice, and the 
overilow willbe accommodated in St. Luke's 
Church, on Forty-first-street, the Forty-Third- 
Street/Church, and other churches in the neigh- 
borhood, 1f piace for aliis not thev provided. 

One of the box offices will be arranged as a 
branch Post Office; another as u telegraph otiice, 
with messenger service attached, One of the! 
assembly roome wiil be given up to the ladies as | 
a cloak and toilet room.

it is not safe to predict just what the Confer- 
ence will do atany one of its meetings, as the) 
apringing of unexp:ctea business is a frequent 
feature of the weetings. The routine of the) 
opening day’s session includes a devotional 
meeting from 9to1l0A.M. Then Bishop Bow- 
man will open the Conference, after which Dr, 
Monroe, the Secretary of the last Covference, 
will call the roll. This may, or may not, pre- 
cipitate the discussion of the most important 
question to come before the Conference—the ad- 
mission of the female lay delegates, The gen- 
eral opinion is that the Couference will favor 
postponing action on this question until it has 
organized fully by electing the. Secretaries, and 
has beara Judge Fancher’s address of welcome 
to the delegatesjand the Bishop’s annual address, 

At the Book Concern building, 805 Broadway, 
as well as at the opera house, the delegates 
were in strong force yesterday. Their presence 
added greatly to the interest of the ministers’ 
meeting, and all day they thronged in the 
various departments of the busy establishment. 
The two great questions—female eligibility and 
the status of Bishop Tavlor—were the favorite 
topics of conversation when greetings had been 
made, and if an opinion can be based upon 
the drift of what. was said it seemed 
to be clear that the Conference was 

oing to allow its heart rather than its 
head to have the settlement of these questions, 
and that the ladies will retain their seats and 
that Bishop Taylor’s great popularity will in- 
sure his being accorded all the dignity and 
honor that belongs to Episcopal rank, whether 
in America or Africa. The ladies’ cause has suf- 
fered a blow in the enforced absence of Miss 
Willard, who has been called back to her home 
in Evanston, Ill, by a telegram announcing the 
dangerous illness of her mother. Her friends, 
however, insist that the cause she represents 
will triumph in spite of the unfortunate absence 
of its distinguished champion. 

The Bishops and members of the Conference 
will be given a reception to-morrow evening at 
the Metropolitan Opera House by the Methodist 
Social Union. Bowles Colgate, President of the 
New-York City Mission and Church Extension 
society, will deliver an address of welcome, 
which will be responded to by Bishop R. 8, Fos- 
ter and a delegate who will be selected by the 
Conference. The formal proceedings will oc- 
cupy about an hour and the rest of the evening 
will be devdéted to social pleasure.

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ANTI-SALOON REPUBLICANS. 


WHAT THEY HOPE TO ACCOMPLISH BY 
THEIR CONFERENCE, 

The Anti-Saloon Republican , National 
‘Conference will begin its session :to-morrow 
morning at the Cooper Institute. Chairman 
Albert Griffin of the Anti-Saloon Republican 
National Committee is of the firm conviction 
that the conference will evolve such a vast 
amount of wisdom that the Republican National 
Convention cannot help accepting and acting 
upon its advice. The result will be, he believes, 
that the Prohibition Party in this State will this 
year, instead of the 50,000 to 75,000 votes 
which it expects to poll, not get over 10,000, 


and throughout the entire United States this 
third Prohibition Party will not be able to count 
up 100,000 ballots that will be cast for it. 

The call for the conference demands of the 
Republican Party, in view of the resistless tem- 
perance sentiment among the Republican 
masses, that it shall declare war against the 
saloon, and adopt the local option scheme. The 
assertion is made that, with local exceptions, 
the saloon vote has gone over bodily to the Dem- 
ocratic side, and it now remains for the Repub- 
lican Party to recognize and act upon this 
most weicome event, to burn every bridge be- 
tween itself and the liquor interest, toanneunce 
its relentless hostility to the saloon scourge, and 
its purpose to make that hostility felt. The 
anti-saloon Republicans believe that as the Dem- 
ocratic Party has accepted the saloon alliance, 
the Republican Party can now make good, thrice 
over, the numerical loss that it has sustained, 
Partisan self-interest and the highest and most 
sacred interests of mankind unite to point out 
&@® common path. The Anti-S#loon Republican 
National Committee believes there will no long: 
er be the spectacle of a political party which 
stands for all that is best in the political life of 
the American people ignoring in its national 
utterances a personal conflict which annually 
stirs every community to its depths, which 
dwarfs every other issue, and the result of 
which involves the future of American society 
on this continent. Chairman Griffin adds the 
opinion that an honest anti-saloon plank, even 
though weak, will inevitably alienate the rem- 
nants of the liquor element still remaining in 
the Republican Party. 

The arrangements for the conference had not 
yet been completely perfected, Albert Grillin 
will call the conference to order with an ail- 
dress, and Gen, Thomas J. Morgan will be made 
Temporary Chairman, Ex-Judge Noah Davis 
Will probably be eiected Permanent Chairman, 
Among the speakers who will address the con- 
ference will be Mr. Davis, Gen. Morgan, Mrs. J. 
Elien Foster of Iowa, Dr. H. K. Carroll, Elijah 
hk. Morse, Z. K. Pangborn, and Gen. Stewart L. 
Woodford, Senator Evarts has been invited to 
deliver ap address, and it is said that he has ao- 
cepted. Bishop Ireiand of Minuesota is also 
expected to be present.

WANT TO HOLD OFFIOZ. 


SOME BROOKLYN WOMEN WHO DESIRE 
TO SERVE THE GOVERNMENT. 

Mayor Chapin of Brooklyn had his first 
experience yesterday with the people who want 
to have him follow the example aet in this city 
and appoint women as members of the Board of 
Education. He was waited upon by a commit- 
tee cousisting of the Rev. Dr. Storts, Gen. Stew- 
art L, Woodford, Frederick W. Hinrichs, Mrs. 
A. K. Wing, Mrs. Isaac H. Carey, Mrs. H. W. 
Jhapman, Mrs. H. M. Goff, and Miss Emma Low. 
These ladies were appointed by a meeting held 
in Historical Hallrecently. Dr. Storrs began the 
appeal yesterday by disclaiming any desire to 


advance any political movement orto extend 
the woman suffrage idea by his presence. He 
merely thought that the introduction of ladies 
in the Board of Education would contribute 
some useful and important elements to the ad- 
ministration of the service. The mothers give 
more attention to the education of children than 
the fathers, they have more enthusiasm in the 
work, and more time tu devote to it. 

Mr. Hinrichs then spoke strongly in favor of 
the appointment of women, and was supported 
in his sentiments by Mrs. Wing, Mrs. Carey, and 
Mrs. Goff. The Mayor suggested that he would 
like to have a list of names from the committee, 
and at the sametimne a suggestion as to the 
number of ladies whom it was thought advisa- 
ble to appoint. Mrs. Carey put the number 
down as three or tive, but brought all her 
political sagacity to bear upon the matter of 
appointees. She recalled the fact that Mayor 
Whitney had been given a list of names to select 
from and had then ignored them, and said: “ We 
would rather not send a list now unless you feel 
you can putladies in the beard. I think you 
wilt be doing yourself no harm. In fact, I think 
you will almost make yourself Governor by it.” 

This seemed to displease the Mayor, for he 
turned away ant said sharply: ‘I don’t kno 
that that entersinto the provlem.” Apprecia 
ing the fact that no expression of opinion could 
be extracted from his Honor; the ladies agreed

THE FATAL KEROSENE LAMP. 


TWO CHILDREN BURNED TO DEATH— 
THEIR MOTHER AND BROTHER INJURED, 


Mrs. Lizzie Faist and her three children, 
Emil, 9 years ola; Charles, 6 years old, and 
George, 10 months old, were terribly burned 
early yesterday morning by the explosion of a 
kerosene lamp in the bedroom of their apart- 
ments, on the third floor of the tenement house 


1,050 Tenth-avenue, Two of the children, 
Charles and George, died in Roosevelt Hospital. 

Emil Faist, the. husband and father of the fam- 
ily, went on Sunday to visit iis mother, who lives 
in West New-York. He took with him his two 
daughters, Tessie and Tilly, who are stillat their 
grandmother's. At midnight Faist had not re- 
turned, and his wife sat up and waited for him. 
In the adjoining bedroom the?three children, 
Emil, Charies, and George, slept in one ped. 
The woman heard the youngest of the children 
crying, and she went into the bedroom, carrying 
a@ lighted kerosene lamp in herhand. As she 
stood over the bed a gustof wind caught the 
flame of the lamp and it flared up and ex- 
ploded. The burning oil was scattered over 
the bed and set it on fire. Mrs, Faist, who 
was burned about the hands, screamed loudly 
for help and ran into the hallway with ber 
clothes on fire. The other tenants, alarmed by 
her cries, ran to her assistance. Jacob Stein, 
oue of the tenants, hastened into the room and 
picked up the lad Charles from the bed. His 
night shirt was ablaze, Stein wrapped his coat 
about the lad and put out the burning ciothing, 
Ewil, the oldest of the children, managed to 
crawl out of bed and make his escape with onl¥ 
slight injuries. The infant George was rescued 
by J. P. Smith, a neighbor. 

The police sent fer ambulances, and the 
mother and her three children were taken to 
Roosevelt Hospital, where Charles and George

well.

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A SUSPICIOUS FIRR. 

Fire Marsnal Lewis of. Brooklyn is con- 
vinced that the disastrous fire which consumed 
Stover’s dry goods store on Sunday was the re- 
sult of some incendiary’s work.

The watchman 
employed in his building went home at 8 o’clock 
Sunday morning, and Mr. Stover himself vis- 
ited the place at 10:30. He mailed two checks, 
one toa Bernard Uhlmann and the other to a | 
Mr. Lambert. Mr. Stover left the store at 11 | 
o'clock and went to Coney Island. The fire - 
broke out at 12:40. Mr. Stover declared that 
he knew nothing of its origin. In answer to 
questions from the Marshal Stover admitted 
that his liabilities were $75,000, and placed hia 
less at $100,000. He was insured tor $94,000.

SPEEDY JUSTICE FOR ONCE 


A POLICEMAN AT 
A CUNVICI Al 

CAUGHT STEALING, ARRESTED, 
GRACED, INDICTED, SENTENCED, 
AND TAKEN TO SING SING. 


Charles Rickerd, a policeman in the First 
Precinct, was caught in the act of robbing the 
store of Reilly & McElbinny, 83 Nassau-street, 
at 3 o'clock yesterday morning, The train 
which rolled out of the Grand Central Sta- 
tion at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon had 
Riekerd among its passengers journeying 
to Sing Sing under a sentence of 
10 years’ imprisonment. Twelve hours was all 
the time occupied in the capture of Rickerd, his 
appearance before Superintendent Murray, his 
indictment, trial, and subsequent sentence by 
Recorder Smyth. It was the sharpest piece of 
“railroading” to Sing Sing that has been enact- 
ed for some time, and no one could be found to 
express any sympathy for Rickerd. 

The circnwetances of the case ure theee: Some 
Gaysago Reilly & McElhinny, who conduct an 
auction store at S83 Nussau-street, compiained 
to Capt. McLaughlin, of the First Precinct, that 
for some time their store had been systematic- 
ally robbed at night by some person who ap- 
parently from time to time gained admit- 
tance with a false key and then helped 
himself in a leisurely munner to what- 
ever suited his fancy. The stolen goods 
cousisted of silver-plated ware, silk and 


Plush curtains, bronzes, musical boxes, china, 
&e, On Saturday night, Capt. McLaughlin de- 
tailed Detectives Oates aud Nugent to go to the 
store and remain there untiliyesteruay morning. 
Accordingly, they went to the stere aud ar 
ranved anumber of Jupanese screens agulnst 
the wall aud some curtains hanging from the 
ceiling over them in such a Way tkat they could 
hide belind and, through the cracks, see ail 
that was going on without themselves being 
— The two detectives crept into their 
juing piace and awalted developments. 

All Saturday night and the whole ot Sunday 
they watched and waited in vain, but about 3 
oecluck yesterday morning they heard a noise 
atthe basement. Looking outof the wiuduw 
they were amazed to see a policeman furcing the 
door. The detectives immediately retired be- 
hind the sereens and waited. The policeman 
came up stairs in a very leisurely manner, 
looked around at the stock and proceeded to pick 
out seme silver ware and other articles. Tuen 
he went to the office, lighted the yas, carefully 
wrapped up the gooda which he had taken, went 
down stairs and out ofthe basement door, which 
he closed after him, The detectives followed 
him in their stockings as far as Fulton-street, 
where he went duwu the basement of 91 Nuasau- 
street, occupied by C. H. Robe asa shoe store. 
Tney ran to him and made bim aprisoner. On 
the steps teside the guilty poilceman was a 
si:ver-plated teapot, and in his pocket they 
found the cover of theteapot, half # dozen silver- 
plated forks, half a dozen tablespoons, an: half 
@ dozen teaspoons. Keturning to Reilly & 
McEihbiuny’s they found just outside the base- 
ment dour another silver-plated teapot, a sugar 
bowl, cream pitcher, and slop bowl, and #ix 
hanvdsoine china teacups and saucers, 

Rickerd andj his booty were taken to the Old- 
slip station heuse ani arraigned before Capt. 
MceLaugilin. When the Captuin questioned him 
Ricker confessed that be had been robbing 
tue store for a long time, a: dsaid that the stolen 
gouds could be found at his home, on the top 
fluor of 120 Peari-street. Hither the detectives 
aud Sergt. Hatton went, and in Rickerd’s hana- 
somely furnisted rooms they found a large 
wusical box playing 12 tunes, a lady's plush 
musical box, a silver-plated water piicher, cas- 
tor, sugar bowl, and butter dish, a dozen solid 
silver tavlespoons, two bronze figures, a bronze 
clock ornament and a bronze ewer, a pair of 
silk curtains, an embroidered plush table cover, 
and an embroidered plush pian»? cover, a Sévra 
china pitcher, aud other articles, of the value of 
$300. 

Capt. McLaughlin decided to take Rickerd to 
Police Headquarters. There Superintendent 
Murray cut the brass buttons from the prison- 
ers uniform und sent bim tov the Tombs Police 
Court, and, waiving examination, Le was heid 
for trial without bail. 

Superintendent Murray and Capt. McLaugblin 
Went before the Grand Jury, and an indictment 
for burgiary and larceny. was returned at 1:25 
o'clock. At 1:45 Rickerd was arraigned in Gen- 
eral Sessions, before Recorder Smyth, and he 
pleaded guilty to the indictment of grand lar- 
ceny in the first degree. 

Recorder Smyth in passing sentence said: “I 
regret to take action in your case, because you 
have been a member of the police force, which 
represents 3.000 policemen. During my expe- 
rience as a Judge of the criminal courts of tbis 
city only three instances of patroimen who have 
been detected in critnes of this kind on which 
You are arraigned have occurred. You cawe on 
the foree about two and a half years 
ago, and you were formerly a member 
of the army of the United States. You 
have brought disgrace upon an honorable 
calling. You have disgraced your uniform. You 
have disgraced the department. You were a 
sworn officer of the law, whose duty it. was to 
protect the lives and property of citizens. You 
willfully violated yourduty. Several times pre- 
Vious to this you have entered these premises 
on which you were discovered, and it is 
fortunate for yon, owing to the construction of 
the building, that you cannot be Indicted fora 
higher degree. I have, accordingly, accepted 
your plea of guilty of grand larceny 
in the tirst degree. When a pulice officer, 
clothed with the majesty of the law, 
nudertakes to go outside of his duty to commit 
a crime, I shall punish him as severely as the 
law willenable me to do. Property has been 
missed from time to time in this building. The 
building was left in your charge while you were 
on post and, while in uniform, you went to this 
hourxe and wathered up the property to carry 
away—-everal buudred dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty. Two officers were stationed inside the 
building in order to detect the person, and, much 
to their regret und asion shment, they discov- 
ered it wus a member uf this force. You have 
Gisgraced your calling, and the punishment 
must be the full extentof the law. You are 
sentenced to hard labur in Sing Sing for 10 
years.” 

Rickerd was handed over te Deputy Sheriff 
Jobn Curran and was immediately started for 
Sing Sing, thus making the quickest criminal 
detection, prosecution, and punishment on 
record. The prisoner is tall and weil furmed, 
29 years of age, aud! was born at Erie, Penn. 
lie is married and bas one child. He was ap- 
Pointed on the police on Sept. 30, 1885, and, 
prior to that time, had been a seldier in the 
United States Army, stationed at Goveroor’s 
island. His appointment to the police force was 
xecommeuded by Gen. Hancock. His record on 
the police force hus been bad. Seven complaints 
aguinst him have been preferred, and in each 
instauce he bus been punished by the Police 
Commiasioners. Another charge was pending 
againost bi at the tame of his arrest. 

Rickerd’s comrades at the Old-asiip station 
Were derply impressed by the circumstance, 
No one apveared to be sorry for him, but all 
were glad at his detection. For his unfortunate 
wife they all expressed the greatest sympathy. 

This is the third policeman who bax been sent 
to prison for burglary during the past 25 years, 
Superintendent Murray said. ‘he first was 
Policeman Hastings of the old Third Precinct, 
whe stole a lote!l revolvers at a fire at Broad- 
Way und Warren-street; the second was Police- 
mun Aiken of the Eighteenth Precinct, who was 
convicted of rubbing a dwelling on bis post, and 
the third ls Rickerd.. Nugent, the policeman 
who was arrested for complicity in the Manhat- 
tan Bank burglary, was not convicted, but after- 
ward he waa sent to Trenton State Prison for a 
Tebbery committed in Hoboken.

HIS HEALTH FAILING. 


DR. BARNARD AND THE PRESIDENCY OF 
COLUMBIA. 

F. A. P. Barnard, President of Columbia 
College, is said to be in very poor health A 
report was circulated yesterday that paralysis 
was the disease from which he was suffering, 
but this was denied by some of his associates in 
the zovernmentof Columbia Celiege. They told 
a TIMES reporter that Mr. Barnard’s strength 
had been failing gradually for along while. He 
has done little except advisory work for the 
last five years. He is a very old man, having 
been born in 1809, and feels to a marked degrea 


the effects of hia advancing years. Last Fall he 
attended the September monthly meeting of the 
Board of Trustees, but was immediately com- 
pelled to take to his bed. Hedid not attend 
another meeting of the board until January, and 
has not attended another since. In January or 
February he went to Florida, remaining quietly 
in St. Augustine until about six weeks ago, when 
he returned in an unbroken trip from St. Au- 
gustine to New-York, Bad effeets followed this 
too-great undertaking, and Dr. Barnard bas had 
to keep very close to his room ever since. Only 
within the last few days has he been able to 
take advantage of the fine weather to take a 
short carriage ride, 

From several of the Trustees THE TIMES’S re- 
porter learned that Dr. Barnard had not spoken 
of resigning, or of his su cessor, except to ex- 
press, some time ago, the anxious desire that 
whoever might be chosen should follow the 
policy alwavsa pursued by him in the interest of 
the continned development of the university. 
He is known to be anxious to fill outa term of 
25 years, but he has falled in streneth so rapidly 
during the Iaat six months that itis very donbt- 
ful if he will see the realization of his wish. 
The annual meeting of the Trustees will be held 
next Monday, and the Presideut’s report for the 
year will be presented. While nothing has been 
Girectly said upon the subject, the idea is enter- 
tained by many that Dr. Barnard may make it 
the occasion to surrender hia charge, or to ad- 
vise the Trustees to begin to cast around for his 
successor, 

The greatest consideration continnes to be 
shown Dr. Barnard, and it is asserted that 
whatever occurs no successor to the Presidency 
will be choaen this year. The university, here- 
tofore, has kept a professorship alive for over 
six months, and the Trustees feel that they 
could do the same thing with the Presiaency. 
At any rate, there will be only two more meet- 
ings of the board before the Summer yacation, 
and if the Presidency should become vacant 
before then there would be no occasion for 
filling it before the Fall term began. During 
Dr. Barnard’s inability to act Dr. Drisler, 
Professor of Greek and Senior Professor of the 
university, has performed his duties. 


INSANE Al TIMES KOR YEARS. 


EMESIS 
WHAT THE REY. MR. HEERMANCE’S 
DOCTOR SAYS OF THE SUICIDE. 
The one thing that was talked about 
more than anytbing else in White Plains yester- 
day was the suicide of the Rev. Edgar Laing 
Heermance in his former pulpit on Sunday. At 
the house of the dead clergyman the blinds were 
arawn and the family saw only a few intimate 
friends. Dr. Schmid, the physician who attended 
Mr. Seermance at the last, and who for 
some time was the family physician, said 
that he did not refer the suicide to any such 


cause as the late trouble in the church. ‘‘He 
was an insane man,” said the doctor, ‘* without 
the shadow ofa doubt. I have several times 
just tided him through titsof melancholia within 
the last few years. In 1883 I managed to get 
him totake a trip to Switzerland during the 
Summer to try to shake off the suicidal impulses 
which he contided to me. His family knew 
notbing of it, but several times I have known 
him to have been seized with suicidal impnise, 
and he has told me that it was only aftera 
severe struggle that ho was able to conquer 
it. His brether was the only one to whom I 
confided the true state of affairs.” 

When asked why, if the case was as described, 
some means were not taken to confine Mr. 
Heermance and prevent him from taking his 
own life, the doctor raplied: ‘‘Why, he was such 
an able, intelligent man that, except when the 
melancholia seized him, no one could have been 
convinced of his insanity. Ordinarily he was 
rational enough to all appearances, though actu- 
ally on the verge of insanity. Put him to de- 
fend himself before a jury and he would have 
convinced it that he was & perfectly sane man.” 

Mr. Heermance’s son said that his father had 
been feeling slightly indisposed for some days, 
bunt had been seen by his family only a few min- 
utes before the suicide was committed, and then 
was perfectly cheerful. 

Mr. Heermanee was the son of the Rey. a 
Heermance. He was born in New-York on April 
830, 1833, and yesterday would have been his 
fifty-fitth birthday. As a youth he was educated 
at Kinderhook Academy, Columbia County. 
and went into business in New-York. 
Later he prepared for college, and en- 
tered Yale in 1853, graduating in the 
Class of '58, one year having been spent abroad 
in the meantime. His first church was in Castle- 
ton, Rensselaer County, where he went 
after passing three years at the Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary. He remained in Castleton un- 
til 1869; then spent some time abroad. In 1874 
he took his last charge at White Plains, which 
he gave up last February, as has been stated in 
Tut Timxs. Tne story that he had ever lost 
large amounts of money in business is denied by 
the family.

ALLEGED FRAUDULENT ASSIGNMENT. 

Michaelis & Pollitz, dealers in tobacco, at 
Amsterdam, Holland; Carl & Fritz Ollie, and 
other crediters of M, & E. salomon, tobacco im- 
porters, at 85 Maiden-lane, who failed Jan. 23, 
1888, have applied to Judge Barrett to aet aside 
the assignment on the ground that it was fraud- 
ulent. Judge Barrett has reserved his decision 
upon the main subject, but meanwhile he has 
issued an injunction restraining Gustave Salo- 


taon, the Assignee, from disposing of or med- 
dling with any of the property of the firm, ex- 
cept that he may sell 1,145 balea of Havana 
tobacco, now in bond, fora minimum price of 
$37,000, and 173 bales of Sumatra tobacco, also 
in bond, for a minimum price of $25,600, pro- 
vided the duties do not exceed 35 cents a pound, 
and he must pay all the movey which he may 
receive into the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany. 

The chief grounds of fraud alleged by the 
creditors are certuin mortgages of real estate 
and chattels, which were made without ex- 
pressed consideration on the very day of the 
failure by Emanuel Salomon and the firm to 
the Execuiors of Moritz Salomon, the senior 
member of the firm, while he lived, the prefer- 
ences of $61,000 which were named in the 
assignment, and the statements of the tivancial 
condition of the tirm made by the surviving 

artners. Michaelis & Pollitz assert that in 

uly, 1887, Emanuel Salomon was in Amster- 
dam purchasiug tobacco of them on credit; 
that in response to their inquiries he 
ssid that his firm was worth $400,- 
OVO above all liabilities. Ernest Thal- 
maun of Sodenbure, Thalmann & Co., bank- 
ers of this city, makes altidavit that, July 22, 
1887, he, on account of a cablezram he received 
from Michaelis & Pollitz, asked Henry Adler, 
one of the firm of M. & E. Salomon, about the 
tinmancial stanaing of his firm, and he replied 
that it was worth $100,000 above all liabilities, 

When the tirm failed its Habilities turned out 
to be mors than $350,000, and its asaets are 
put at about $200,000. The creditors contend 
that nothing happened between July and Janu- 
acy which could nave produced such a change 
in the condition of the firm, and that therefore 
the assigument must nave been fraudulent.

NO SUCH SENTENCE FOR 25 YEARS. 
The heaviest sentence for acrime of the 
grade of burglary in the first degree which has 
been imposed in 25 years was made: by Judge 
Martine yesterday, when he sent to State 
prison for 30 years each Michael Feehan, aged 


20,and Michael O’Donnell, aged 19, who were 
convicted of having broken into the saloon of 
Max J. Stein, 410 Kast Sixty-fourth-street, and 
threatened Stein with revolvers while they 
plundered tae place. A graphic story of Stein’s 
gallant fight with the burglars was told iu THe 
TIMES when it heppened. In passing sentence 
Judge Martine said that at first he had intended 
to impose a sentence of life imprisonment. 

Clerk Sparks said that, about 25 years ago, 
Judge Russell sentenced a man to 40 years’ im- 
prisonment for robbery, and the sentence nad 
the effect of virtually breaking up garroting. 
About 1870 Judge Gunning 8. Bedford imposed 
a sentence of 20 years for burglary in the first 
degree.

THE CONDITION OF TRADE 


——— 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CHAM- 
BER OF COMMERCE. 

AN UNUSUALLY FINE PROSPECT FOR 
THE PRESIDENTIAL YEAR — THE 
GROWTH AND EFFECT OF TRUSTS. 

The thirtieth annual report of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, presented yesterday by secre- 
tary George Wilson, gives a comprehensive re- 
view of the proceedings of the Chamber for 
1887, with reports of the leading trades, in the 
staples of export and import, collected from re- 
ports of the Nation, State, and city. 

“Itis a sources of gratification,” the report 
says, ‘“‘that the predictions of an increasing 
firninesa in the financial situation have been 
fully borne out. There has been no further 
attempt, as in 1886, to create financial 
distruat by an export of coin in the 
face of favorable exchanges, and the Amer- 
ican money market is now, with a strong 
metallic reserve, beyond the reach of specu- 
lative combinations, The Inter-State Commerce 
bill is stillon trial, but will result to general 
advantage in the seqnel. The present question 
of absorbing interest is the growth of the enor- 
mous trusts, which threaten to control the price 
of food, but they are not beyond the reach of 
legislation, and the moment they become a 
burden legal means will be found to bring them 
into subordination, notwithstanding their 
wealth and power. The outlook for trade is sat- 
isfactory and beyond what is usually expected 
in a year of political struggle. Leas fluctuations 
are looked for in the future and a more secure 
financial rest for all the great industries 
of the country.” 


The report gives in detail the proceedings of 
the Chamber at its several meetings during the 


year, including ths adoption of resolutions 
against the ratification of the fishery treaty, 
on the ground that it does not secure reciprocal 
rights to fishing vessels of the United States, 
and the protests against the building of piers 
for bridges in the North River, us imperiling 
the safety of the vast commerce which finds ite 
way from the Erie Canal and the Hudson Rivor 
to the sea, with resolutions opposed to the Satur- 
day half-holiday law. The tide of immigra- 
tion, the report says, is again rapidly approach- 
ing high-water mark. The largest number of 
immigrants landed in this country in any one 
year within the decade was 78%,992, in 1882, 
and last year 405.405 were landed at this port. 
The report continues: * 


“Tn our last review we noticed the feeling of un- 
easiness which this influx of a population, made up 
in part of strange and by no means cognate races, 
was beginning tocause. It may be difficult to pro- 
tect ourselves agaiust any infiux of dangerous opin- 
ions, but there are many ways by which * pauper 
immigration’ and ‘vagrant immigration’ may be 
checked. 

“In December the country was startled by the in- 
formation thata great sugar trust had been formed 
embracing nearly all the heaviest refineries east of 
the Misaissi ao and stocked, itis int pony at fifty 
millions of dollars. At the prices, and with the sup- 
ply ut which the combination commenced, it is as- 
serted that profits of from 15 to 45 per cent. may be 
and are being earned on this capital, which is. at 
least, four times the value of the plant. One 
small refinery has been bought up and closed, 
and others shut down, so as to control the output. 
Of course, uosuch combination can long exist in this 
country, and an easy remedy may be found in tak- 
ing off the tariff on refined sngars, which will bring 
the sugar kings face to face with their rivals on 
the other side of the water. Oneor two refineries, 
itis said, hold aloof from the scheme, and there are 
hints of a competition from one of the largest su ar 
manufacturers in the worid, who proposes to trans- 
fer his field of operations from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic coast. 

The receipts of all sugar at the port of New-York 
for the year 1887 reached 799,000 tons, against 
861,000 tons in 1886, a falling off of 62,00U tons. 
Of these receipts, 787,000 tons wore from foreign 
ports and 12,000 tons from Louisiana and Texas. 
The falling off wasentirely from foreign porta. 
There were, however, taken from New-York for 
consumption 837,000 tons, against 805,000 tons in 
1886, an increase of 32,000 tons. The receipts of 
beet root sugars, which now become of importance, 
as we may tind in this importation a regulator 
to keep the sugar trust in order, reached 
61,000 tons from European ports, against 
132,000 tons last year. It must not be forgotten 
that, with free trade, the cheapest niarket fixes the 

rice for the whole. Of the total receipts of sugar 
rom foreign ports in the United States in 1487, 
1, 131,000 tona, New- York had 787,000 tone. or 63% 
percent. Theexports of refined from New-York 
were 43,000, out of a total of 46,000 tons. The 
importations of foreign into New-York fell off 
63,000 tons, into Boston, 16,000, while at Philadel- 
phia they increased 14,000 tonsa. The foreign im- 
portations into the Atlantic States fell off 62.000 
tons. 

The action of Congress is anxiously looked for. 
It is not improbable that the creation of the formid.- 
able trust tay bring us free sugar of all grades. 
The Louisiana planters might be in some way com- 

ensated until they can replace the cane, which is at 

estan uncertain crop in that climate, by some 

other product; and the abolitign of the duty on 
sugar would relieve the customa of a host of officers. 
inandout of doors, now engaged in seeing that 
nothing interferes with the profits of the trast. 
And further, with free sugars we should again be- 
come large exporters of refined.” 


In the molasses trade the chief feature of the 
year was a partial return to the old habit of 
direct consumption of the supplies from Porto 
Rico and other West India Islands for house- 
hold purposes. The year in the coffes.trade was 
& succession of disappointwenta, caused by reck- 
less speculation in the commodity. In the tea 
trade, also, the year proved one of the most un- 
satisfactory experienced foralong time. Says 
the report: 


“The Japan tea trade, which supplies about one- 
half of the tea consumed in America—thia being the 
favorite grade in the Weatern States—is being revo- 
lutionized. All the leading houses in Japan have 
their agents in New-York, and teas, instead: o! com. 
ing direct to importers, now arrive to the hands of 
these agencies. The importers cannot compete 
with the trade thus handled. These agencies seek 
sales among the jobbers in the interior, and the Chi- 
cago auction room already draws part of the old 
New-York business. Young Hysons ranged from 
12 to 30 cents, closing at 10 to 25 centa for new sea- 
son. Uncolored Japans from 13 to 22 cents, closing 
at 12 to 18 cents for new season. Oolongs from 124 
to 30 cents, closing at 13 to 27 cents, new season. 
The general range does not seem greatly to vary 
from that of 18 <6. 

The total cotton crop of the United States for 
year ending Aug. 31. 1887, amounted to 6,513,623 
bales, against 6,550,215 bales in 1856, being a de- 
crease of 36,592 bales from the crop of 1886. The ex- 
porte in 1887 were 4,458,326 bales. against 4,343,- 

91 in 13886, an increa e of 114.4335 bales. The apin- 
ners’ takings in 1887 were 2.077.587, against z,117,- 
676 in 1886, a decrease of 40,089 bales. The stock 
left on hand at the close of the year 1887 was 82,086 
bales, against 173,728 at the close of the previous 
year, a decrease of 91,642 bales. New- York received 
by rail overland from Tennessee and other inland 
States 97,207 bales in 1887. Ogee 56,892 the year 
previous, an increase of 40,315 bales. The exports 
trom New-York were 847,853 bales in 1887, against 
$47,341 bales in 1886—aniounts almost equivalent. 
Of this, exports to Great Britain were 490,045 bales; 
to the Channel, 63,964; to France, 42,943, and to 
other foreign countries, 250,901 bales. The stock 
in New-York at the close of the year was 36,824 
bales, against 107,859 bales in 1886. The overland 
movement is the largest on record, but the opinion 
of the authorities 1s that it has reached its limit, if 
the decision of the Inter-State Commissioners, that 
the long and short haul clause does not apply where 
there is water competition, be maintained. Allud- 
ing to the need of improving the Sonthern harbors, 
our authority notices that Galveston, in a State 
which raises over one-fifth of the entire crop, only 
marketed 11.57 per cent. in 1886-7 and 11.20 per 
cent. in 1885-6. The grosa overland movement 
reached 1,292,167 baies; thatof 1885-6 was 1,260,- 
279 bales, and 991,960 the vear before. 

The value of exports of wheat and wheat flour and 
other breadstuffa from the United States for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, amounted to $) 66,- 
000,000, against $126,000,000 in 1886, an increase of 
$40,000,000, and a return to and excess of the figures 
of 1885. The total value of provisions exported, 
including pork in all its forms, and farm products, 
amounted for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, 
to $93,000,000, against $91.000,000 the previous 

ear, aD inorease of $2.000,000, but still below the 

gures of 1885, ($107,000.000.) New-York had of 
this export in 1887 $60,000,000, against $61,000,000 
the year previous. 

The salient feature of the petroleum trade for the 
fiscal year of 1887 was a steady and marked decrease 
in production, estimated at one-third. There haa 
been a large increase in home consumption and 
some increase in exports. The total value of ox- 

orts from the United States for the fiscal vear eni- 

ng June 30, 1887, was $47,000,000, of which New- 
York sent $33,000,000—figures not materially differ- 
ing from those of the year previous. 

The total value of foreign imports into the United 
States, including specie and bullion, during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, amounted to $752,- 
490,560, against $674.029,792 the previous year, an 
increase of $78,460,768. Of this importation New- 
York received $497,936,.845, against $434,548,7389 
the previous year, an increase of $63,388.056, and 
66% per cent. of the whole. The total value of do- 
mestic exports of the United States. including 
specie and bullion, amounted to $725,733, 263.against 

17,888,646 the previous year, an increase of 
$7,844,617. Of thisexport New-York had $319,- 
$57,408, against $346,412,339, a decrease of 
$27,064,841, and 44 per cent. of the whole. The total 
value of foreign exports ofthe United States, in- 
cluding specie and bullion. amounted to $26,447,. 
639, againat $34,099,594 the previous year, a de- 
crease of $7,651,955. Of this export New-York had 
$15,153,285, against $21,573,857, a decrease of 
$6,420,502. The total foreign trade of the United 
States, imports, exports, foreign and domestic, in. 
cluding specie and bullion, fur the calendar year 
1887 amounted to $1,522,586,860, against $1,503,- 
705,054, (corrected Government figures,) being an 
increase of $18,881,806. 

The balance of trade in favor of the United States 
for the calendar year 1537 was hardly more than 
nominal—the sho aE in favor of the United States 
being $6,500,000. ith a normal condition of affairs 
abroad we need hardly look for any great excess of 
exports over imports hereafter. Foreign nations 
will not be inclined to taxe from us more than we 
take from them. We sre no longer a d nation, 
and balances in our favor can only be liquidated by 
shipments of coin—a product foreign to most Euro- 
pean nations, and which they can {ll afford to part 
with to this country, which, until the balance of 
trade turned in our favor in 1878, was one of their 
chief sources of supply of this indispensable medium 
of exchange.” 


The production of the precious metals, as 
estimated from the deposits of domestic pro- 
duction at the mints and assay offices, for the 
year ending June 30, 1887, was $70,847,287, of 
Which $32,973,027 ‘was gold and $37,874,260 
silver. There was imported during the same 

tiod $60,170,792. e have. not only re- 
ained our entire product of gold for the last 
11 years, but drawn from Europe nearly two 
hundred millions of this metal, while we have 
found a market abroad for nearly ninety millions 
of silver d::ving the same period.

A MYSTERIOUS BOX.

HARLEM’S CURIOSITY AROUSED AND 
THEORISTS HARD AT WORK. 

A gang of workmen who have been dig- 
ging for a sewer on the east side of Fourth-ave- 
nue, at One Hundred and Twenty-first-street, 
found Saturday what seemed to be one end of a 
box, made of some hard wood, apparently cedar. 
Several ineffectual attempts were made to pull 
it out, but as it seemed to be very long the fore- 
man decided to wait until more of the earth was 
dug out. Inthe meantime the news of the dis 
covery spread all over the neighborhood, and 
before very long all the boys and girls and gen- 
tlemen of leisure came flocking to the spot to see 


whether millions of doubloons would not soon 
eome pouring out of the bux. They clamored 
for it to be broken open, but the foreman firmly 
refused to satisfy their curiosity. 

One old resident remembered that that parcel 
of ground once belonged toan old miser of the 
name of Van Nostrand, but he did not think that 
he had accumulated sufficient gold to fill a box 
of such great length. Another old resident 
knew that Capt. Kidd had a strenghold some- 
where in the vicinity, and it was very probable 
that the box contained part of thut pirate’s 
treasures. Still a third resident had another 
theory, and that was that the box was the treas- 
ury chest of the English Arwy in Revolutionary 
times. It was only a few days ago that this 
resident saw a workman pick up a portion of an 
old rusty sword that was undoubtedly of British 
manufacture, and this he considers confirmatory 
of his theory. 

Contractor Smith and Chief Engineer Loomis 
ofthe Department of Public Works threw cold 
water on these theories. They believe that the 
box is simply part of a commonplace, vulgar 
drain placed there by some of the residents 
many years ago. Mr. Smith thinks that the 
drain extends across Fourth-avenue, aud that 
when the railroad track was sunk the drain 
naturally was cutin two, was no longer used, 
and forgotten.

THE AQUEDUOT COMMISSION. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

As one of the great body of citizens of New- 
York most deeply interested and desirous that the 
minaterial, financial, and sanitary interests of this 
city be rescued and protected from subordination to 
merely political and partisan control, I desire to 
thank you for the just and able article in your issue 
of Friday last upon the reconstruction of the 
Aqueduct Commission by the act of 1886, by which 
act all power of control in the interest and security 
of the city was taken from its responsible officers 
and committed to those not officially respon- 
sible to the city, and not selected by the city 
for this great trust. As a member of the pre- 
liminary committee appointed to consider and 
recommend the legislation necessary for securing 
an increased supply of pure and wholesoms water 


for this city, and as one of a committee of that pre- 
liminary committee charged with the preparation 
and recommendation of the act creating the Aque- 
duct Commission, I unhesitatingly state that no one 
thing was deemed by that committee of so great im- 
portance to the successful accomplishment of tuis 
great work within jnst aud reasonable time and at 
just and reasonable cost, and in such a manuer as to 
secure the purest and most wholesome water supply 
to the city as that the commission to execute it 
should be kept from its creation to the completion of 
the work tree from political or partisan control. 
With this endin view the Mayor, Contruller, and 
Commisaioner of Publio Works were made ex officio 
members of the commission in order that charged, 
as they were, officially by selection of their feliow- 
citizens and appointment by the executive head of 
the city, the city should be always sure that in the 
execution of thia work, involving more than any 
other single work in the present or coming genera- 
tion, the security, welfare, and health of our great 
population, its vital interests could never be 
sacriticed or sabordinated to political or 
partisan influences, and that the work could 
not be done except in a@ manner to be de- 
cided upon and directed according to the best 
judgment of the wost iniportant officera of the 
city selected for the purpose and responsible to the 
city. This great work, sofar as alreaity executed, 
has received the sauction of these three officers of 
the city. Fortunately, it has sofar been completed 
that when the pew aqueduct shall be ready tor 
operation sufficient water storage has been provided 
ald is in process of construqtion to enabie the city 
to enter at once upon an abindant and continuous 
supply of pure water for many years tocome. ‘Lhis 
has been accomplished without any change or de- 
parture from the system of water storage, which has 
given to the city hitherto, since the construction of 
the Crotun Aqueduct and reservoirs, a purer and 
better supply of water than that enjoyed by any 
other city of the country, if not of the world. Ry 
this aystem the water is stored upon the several 
streams draining the Croton watershed, high up in 
that watershed, above and unaffected by the drain- 
age of the principal towns aud villages therein, each 
reservo.r being separate from the other, and each 
capable of independent and separate control for re- 
pair or cleansing or eye else necessary to the 
purest condition of the water. Thus stored tie 
water has come to us, when released from these 
storage reservoirs, running many miles over the 
stony beds of the streams bringing it to the aque- 
duct. It has thus come to us and will continue to 
come to ns so long as this system is preserved, 
runniag, living water, the most healthful that 
can be provided or supplied by any system of 
storage and supply. The increase water 
storege, without departure from this system, pro- 
vided and determined upon, and in procesa of com- 
pletion is sufficient to nearly or quite treble the 
amount of storage which has hitherto been found 
autticient at all times for @ constant and abundant 
supply to the aqueduct and the city. Such increased 
storage has been wisely determined upon and pro- 
vided, mainly dbove Brewster’s Station upon the 
east branch of the Croton. This reservoir in two 
parts is being constructed so as to hold _10,000,000,- 
000 gallons, as | am informed by the President of 
the Aqueduct Commission, which is of itseif 2,000,- 
000,000 galions more than the eutire available stor- 
age of the city, exclusive of the Bronx storage, 
for the last 10 years. Such availabie and 
efficient storage during the last 10 years, 
exclusive of the Bronx, and not in- 
cluding the city storage, which has been entirely 
or nearly unavailable and inetficient from want of 
aqueduct capacity to keep 1t filled, has not exceeded 
8.000,000,000 gallons. In addition to the above, 
and out of wise and abundant caution, it is in con- 
templation to build at Muscoot Mountain, upon the 
Muscoot River, an additioual reservoir, to contain 
from 2,500,000,00U to 5,000,000,000 gallons, its ca- 
pacity being dependent upon the extent of excava- 
tion to be determined on, These two reservoirs 
alone, above Brewster's Station and at Muscoot 
Mountain, with the addition of the storage con- 
tained in the new aqueduct itself, about 
1,500,000,000 alions, aud the city storage, 
which will be made elticient and con- 
tinuous from the commencement of opera- 
tion of the new aqueduct, because it will 
always be kept full. including also the storage at the 
Bronx reservoir, makes the present water storage of 
the city already provided or determiued upon anid in 
course of execution more than three times the 
water storage which has been found sufficient for 
the city in the past. In addition toall this, itis 
wisely proposed to provide water storage in the ad- 
ditions to our city above Harlem River, for the em- 
bellishment an’ security of that great district, 
which, it is believed, will not be less than 5,vU0,- 
000,000 gallons. Fortunately, as I have said, this 
great work thus far,in the planof the work and 
the important questions determined and de- 
cided upon, has been with the con. 
sent of the city, which is responsible for the 
work, and whose interests are to be soleiy ani per- 
manently affected thereby. There is yet time and 
opportunity, if the wisdom and justice of the pres- 
ent Legislature shall so decide, to restore this great 
work in all that shall be necessary tv complete it ac- 
cording to the original design and purpose of the 
act eit for the work and the commission to 
the responsible control of the responaibie officers of 
this great city. In the light of facts recently de- 
veloped, it can scarcely be doubted that the present 
Legislature if disposed to be just will hasten to re- 
store this great work to the direction and control of 
the ee officers of this city, as was origin- 
ally designed and enacted in the act creating the 
commission and providing fer the work. For one, I 
am unwilling to believe that this Legislature will 
now tail in justice to this great city.

BIVALVES FOR BERNHARDT 


HOW THEY WERKE PACKED AND 
FED ON THEIR JOURNEY. 
SOMETHING ABOUT OYSTERS IN GEN- 
ERAL AND SARAH S LYNN HAVENS IN 
PARTICULAR—DIFFERENCE IN TASTE. 

The unobtrusive oyster. if the bivalve is 
capable of appreciating the circumstance, is 
now taking headers down bélow and disporting 
himself in a generally hilarious way over the 
rrival of the season of rest to which custom 
has entitled him. Itis true that the custom of 
not devouring oysters in the mouths of May, 
June, July, and August is not recognized to the 
extent it was before ice had become as necessary. 
to the comfort of the human family as water 
is; still in certain localities the oyster is 
not considered a fit subject for digestion in 
hot weather, and on this acceunt he should 
be and perhaps is thankful. It is of course 
possible that the oyster takes no tbought of 
man’s customs, and that he does not care a rap 
whether the coming season is called Summer or 
Winter. for popular epinion has stamp:d him as 
cold blooded and utterly lacking in sentiment. 
Even his warmest advocates are forced to ad- 
mit that heis generally undemonetrative to # 
chilling degree. They make exceptions, how- 
ever, and as the peoples who make exceptions 
are generally epicures as well as connoisseurs, 
their opinions naturally receive the respect to 
which they are entitled. 

To hear an oyster student talk oyster for five 
minutes will satisfy a person whose knowledge 
of mollusks has been obtained from menu cards 
thatthe oysterisafar more complicated sub- 
ject than he had ever conceived in his imagina- 
tive spasms. How many oyster eaters, for in- 
stance, know that the food of the bivalve con- 
sists almost entirely of microscopic beings and 
fragments of inorganic matter, or that this food 
is carried by currents from the palps and gills 
to the oyster’s mouth. [t will doubtless be in- 
formation to many that oysters prey chiefly 
upon diatoms, but as the latter are en terms of 
intimacy with few persons outside of the blue 
spectacied brigade, the inroads made in the 


stock of diatoms annually by ,the oyster will 
create little impression and lesa commiseration. 

It is fortunate for those whose wealth is 
wrapped up in the production and sale of oysters 
that everybody dves not know haif as much 
about oystera as Prof. Ryderdoesa. How many 
persons are interested in the culture and sale of 
oysters can be imagined from the fact that, 
while in 1860avast majority of thé oysters 
sold and eaten in the country were from beds of 
natural growth, to-day 60 per cent. of the 
annual product is taken from planted beds. This 
great industry might be seriously imperiled if it 
were generally kuown that even the most 
aristocratic braad of oyster is not satiatied to 
fill uo on diatoms, or the spores of alge, or 
even on bryozoa bydroids, because these are 
known to be nourishing as well as harmless. I[t 
bas apparently been kept quiet that even 
deamids have been round io the stomachs of 
oysters, and it goes without saying that any 
animal which makes its home in salt water, 
that will swallow adesmid, which is known to 
visit salt water only during the season of half- 
fare excursions, cannot be choice in its food. 

No balf-shell connoisseur will object to find- 
ing 10 or 12 rotifers of the Bracbionus tribe in 
his seven-twelfths of a dozen Blue Points, be- 
causes every oyster connoisseur Knows that Blue 
Points have a weakness for rotifers of this pur- 
ticular trive. Nor willan epicure of the first 
class hint that his Rockaways are not of the 
proper quality if ue discover in one of the deep 

ouches in its walls three or four protozoans. 

ut the average oyster eater, being neither a 
connoisseur nor an epicure, may be startled to 
find upon one of his mollusks an ox- 
trichina, and even among the firmest 
friends of the oyster it is considered a wat- 
ter for congratulation that Bell animalcules 
are very scarce and that when found in oysters 
they have been in a condition of partial diges- 
tion. Even, Prof. Ryder does not say a single 
word in favor of rhizopods, aud the general pub- 
lic will be glad to know that, according to the 
latest obtainable information, they have been 
discovered in only three Far Rockaways. 

The oyster must be a hardy animal, for Prof. 
Ryder found in one specimen of medium size a 
Campylodiacus coscinodiscus, sud yet the oys- 
ter seemed to be in buvyant spirits and In a fair 
state of health. 

There is, according to some of the best au- 
thorities, no necessity for returning an oyster 
to the blue-aproned opener behind the bar be- 
cause it happens to have a greenish tinge. 
Geutlemwen from the country are likely to think 
that such an oyster has been fed on copperas, or 
having been @ longtime in stock, has been 

ainted in water culors a delicate sea green. 

he greenish tinge is due to the absorption from 
its food of a harmless vegetable coloring 
matter. The same explanation may be ad- 
vanced in the case of oysters of a brownish 
hue. Color, in oysters, as in some other 
matters, is a matter of taste, but if any one 
is anxious to know hew it gets into the visible 
portion of an oyster, it is taken up from the 
intestinal juices by amaba-like cells and de- 
posited with or without the cells in the tissues 
of the body. 

New- Yorkers like to think that no oysters in 
the world can compare with the product of the 
oyster beds in Long Island Sound, and good 
judges assert that no finer oysters can be found 
than come from Lloyd's Neck on the north side 
of Long Island. The vharacter of the oyster 
depends mauiuly upon the quality and quantity 
of its food, though the character of the water in 
whieh it has grown is also a strong factor. There 
are a good mauy different kinds of diatoms as 
well as of water. Alloysters grown in purely 
salt water present a thin and watery appear- 
ance. Some kinds are better adapied than 
others for fattening. Some varieties will louk 
fat and whiteif laidin fresh water for a single 
tide; others require a much longer stay in 
fresh water. This peculiar quality of the oyster 
Was discovered by the man who found that the 
animal was turnished with fat cells. By expert- 
menting with the oyster it was found that if he 
were immersed in a fluid of lesa density than its 
accustomed medium the whole animal became 
swollen. It has been noticed, however, that if 
opened an oyster thus treated will soon shrink 
to a small part of the original bulk. Ifthe 
shrinking prveess does not begin too soon the 
purchaser and not the producer suffers, and the 
fattening process has been a harmonious suc- 
cess. 

What constitutes a fine oyster? Taste is an 
element that must be considered. An Engilish- 
man likes un oyster that is absolutely unpalata- 
ble to an American, for English oysters havea 
coppery flavor. A prime oyster in the opinion 
of an American who knows a gvod oyster by the 
taste as well as the appearance is plump, solid, 
aud white, and has a moderate saltiness of 
flavor. Such an oyster is a well-conditioned 
Blue Point. 

There is another oyster that ranks very high, 
aud that in the opinion of Virginians has no 

er. Thisia tne Lynn Haven oyster. As Blue 

vints, Rockaways, and other varietics of Lon 
Island shore oysters have a wider circle o 
acquaintances than Lynn Haven, « word about 
the latter might uot be out of place. Lynn 
Haven is widway between Cape Henry and 
Hampton Roads, Virginis. The coast there- 
about is verylow and marshy. The marshes 
are covered with fresh water, and whena 
the tide is low the fresh water from the 
marshes flows over the oyster beds, and 
so the Lynn Haven oysters have a daily change 
of water. This change is supposed to zive the 
oyster its peculiarly fine flavor. The Lynn 
Haven is large and fat. It is probably small 
at an early period of its career, but is not 
brought to market until fully grown. The 
oyster-zrowing area at Lynn Haven is small, 
aod every foot of it is fuliy occupied. These 
oystere are sold at Norfolk for $3 50 a bushel. 

Virginians in their modest way assert that 
most of the Lynu Haven product is eaten by 
crowned heads, who are supposed to reside in 
different parta of Europe. It is safe to say 
most of them are eaten by the crowned heada 
of New-York. The last Emperor Napoleon was 
said to be very fond of them. 

Sarah Bernhardt was wade a present of a bat- 
rel of Lynn Haven oysters not long ago by a 
New-York man who has business connections at 
Norfolk, Virginia. The barrel sent to Sarah was 
filled with educated oysters. The oysters were 
educated this way. Each oyster was set upon 
end, in layers, in small tubs. Care was of 
course taken to pack the oysters with their 
mouths upward. Several small tubs were filled 
iu this way, at intervais of several hours. They 
were then transierred to a barre! which had a 
movable head, and befere they were placed on 
board the steamer Guyandotte they were fed on 
salt water and oatmeal, made of such cousist- 
ency that it trickled slowly from one 
layer of oysters to another on its way 
to the bottom of the barrel. Orders were 

iven that the oystera should be fed 

n this way on alternate days until they reachea 

their destination. The man who packed them 
promised that if his directions were followed 
the oysters would be alive and in good condi- 
tion at the end of two weeks. The barrel, as it 
stood on the pier of the Oli Dominion Steam- 
ship line at Norfolk, cost $13. It was brought 
to New-York on the Guyandotte, was at once 
transferred to a steamer ofthe French Line, and 
by herdelivered at Marseilles. Thence it was 
shipped by rail to Paris, and when this barrel 
of as fine oysters as were ever produced at Lynn 
Haven reached its destination every oyster was 
large, fat, and alive, and as frisky im hissubdued 
way as the Bernharat herself.
